Hunnzades , 
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the King of Sicilie, with Henry King 
of England, occaſion'd ſuch extraor-/ 
dinary rejoycings, that they had al- 
moſt-forgot their laſt troubles.

The Earl of 
Suffolk, who was ſent to fetch rhe 
new Queen of England, had . with 
him the flower of the Englith Nobj- 
lity.

Bur Aubuſſon ſoon grew weary of 
that which employ'd others ſo much 
ro their delight. .

Popes Legate had been flcad alive by. 


thoſe Barbarians. But it was joyful 
news to him, that the Knights of 
St. 7obn of Jeruſalem, had obtain'd 
ſeveral advantages againſt the Fara- 
cens; and that the Soldan of Zgypr, 
had a little before rais'd his ſeige 
from before Rhodes. In the midſt of 
theſe thoughts, he took a reſolution 
to fight againſt the Infidels, and to 
the end he might be indiſpenſably en- 
gag d thereto, he fram'd a deſign at 
the ſame time to embrace rhe milita- 
ry order of St. John of Jeruſalem. 
Heaven, that inſpir'd him with theſe 
high thoughts, gave him the power 
to execute them with ſpeed. He de- 
parred for Rhodes, nor all the Charms 
of the Court being able to detain him. 

'The 
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Peter D' Aubuſſon.. 
The multitude of French Gentles 
men that daily throng'd 'to Rhodes 
to be made Knights, had oblig'd the 
Grand-maſter to make an Order that 
none would be receiy'd,” until the 
Treafury, exhauſted by the late Wars, 
were ſomewhat repleniſtd.. Never- 
theleſs Aubuſſon was admitted ; whe- - 
ther it were that they ſaw in his per- 
fon ſomewhar extraordinary rhat

Our new Knight had no great diflt- 
culty ro undergo the uſual Examina- 
tions, though at thar time they were 
much more ſtrict than afterwards.

Huſtrious, were to be found with ad-: 
yantage in his : For as to the antiqui- 
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ty of it,” the original of the Houſe 
of - Aubuſſon, is-unknown and uncer- 
tain, as of moſt Familics in the world. 
But that *which may be certainly 


averr'd is this; that in the time of 


Charlemaine, the Anceſtors of Pzerre 
TD Anbiſſon were very famous in 
France. -tor the Kings of the ſecond 
race having ſettl'd Counts to govern 
every Proyifee,. and theſe. Lords al- 
wayes chooſing the greateſt Lords of

For he pre- 
tended that he ow'd no reſpect ro 
any, one , and treated all men like 
| ſlaves, not - conſidering that he ow'd 
to himſelf the fulfilling of the word 
which he had givn to others, and 
that the laws of fidelity oblige the 
Maſters as well as the Slaves. _ Yer

was he juſt ro his SubjeRs, and ad- 
miniſter'd juſtice equally ro all his 


people. He thought much, ſpoke 
little, negleed nothing , inform'd 
himſelf of all things, and diſguis'd 
himſelf often to ſee what - paſsd in 
his Serraglio, and in his Army... He 
underſtood ſeveral Languages , and 
ſeveral Sciences, amongſt rhe, reſt 
Aſtrology , which he ſtudy'd very 
much, He was a, lover .of learned 
men, and excelleat Arziſts 'of. any 
Nation whatcyer. . Magnificent io: 
ey : ; war 
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ritie, as occaſion requird : cunning 
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ward the ofie and the'othier.  Obſct- 
ving 10 moderation in reward , no 
more then he did in puniſhmerit. In- 
defatigable he was in war, a content- 
ner of danger; reſolute in bad for- 
rune, 'infolent or moderate in proſpe- 


ro conceal his enterpriſes, and diſco- 
ver thoſe of his enemies : Artificial 
in his management, making ule 'of 
the vileſt means ro compaſs his ends : 
but ambitious ro exceſs : accounting 
all his conqueſts as nothing, and till 
everyday propoſing new to himſelf. 
So predominant was the love of ho- 
nour in him, and Alexander the 
great fo much his model,thar he zcad 


bis life continually , which he cau- 
. fed on purpoſe ro be tranſlated into 


Arabic,and he did him the honour to 
imitate him even in his vices. 


When Mahomet had taken poſlefit- 


on of the Ottomay Empire, after the 


death of Amurath his Father, he was 
preſently for an univerſal Monarchy, 
and firft he underrook'ro ſubdue the 
Empire 6f the, Grecks. He beſtan' 
his milirary expeditions: with She, 
FO . -Aeige 
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ſeige of the Capital, notwichſtanding 
the peace which -he had..made with 
Conſtantine Paleologns;; Emperor of - 
Conftantinople ;, or rather irwas un- 
der rhe protection of a peace fokmn- 
ly ſworn, - that the Baryurian rurn'd 
bis armes upon that ſide. - | 
-- Int regard: Conſtantive had made no 
provifion againſt'an arremprt which ke 
did not mittruſt, and for/thar the ſuc- 
cour which he-receiv'd from the King 
of Arragon;' hc Pope, and the Re- 
publick of 'Yexzce came roo late, he 
could nor ſuſtain the force of ſo great 
an Army ; ſo that the City was 'car- 
rid by  atlault by rhe Infidels, not- 
withſtanding the reſiſtance of 'the 
Chriſtians: Never was 'ſeen a more 
tragical ſpeCtacle., than .thar ' which 
was then beheld. They made a moft 
horrible flaughrer every where ;* no- 
thing eſcap'd the tury of the Souldi- 
ers. Women &. Virgins of quahicic 
were publickly defl'd-; and afrer- 
Wards inhumanly maſſacred. - The 
Images & reliques of: the Saints were 
ut to-pieces. . TheiReſemblances of 
Chrift thrown to rhe dogs; and the

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great. Crucifix dragg'd about -. the 


ſtreets, with. moſt dreadful acclama- 


tions and - imprecations. Conſtantine 


rather choſe to dye in the defence of 


his Crown and faith, then to fall 
alive into the hands of the Barbari- 
ans. His head was carried upon. 4 
Lance round about the City:; and that 
there-might not any footſtep remain 
of the family of the Palrolog, Maho- 
net caus'd the Princes and Princeſles 
of the Blood-Royal r@ be ſlain in the 
midſt of a - magnificenr Banquer , 
whereat he treated-the Principal Offi- 
cers of his Army. _ 
The taking of Conſtantinople caſt a 
terror upon all the Z2f?, and oblig'd 


the Deſpote of ' Servza, the King of 


Cyprus, and the Emperour of Trebz- 
204d, to ſue for the friendſhip of the 
Turk. : Which'they could not obrain, 
bur upon paying a certain Tribute, 
as the Iſlands'of S$czo, and ' Meteline 
did.: The Knights of _ Rhodes would 
not ſtoop to any ſuch diſhonourable 
condition ; and though Mahomets 


Ambaſſador ' threatn'd the Knights 
With all that could be expected from 
$2374 a Potent 
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a Potent and Victorious Prince, if 
they refus'd.to pay him 2000. Duc- 
cats a year; the Gratid-Maſter an- 
ſwer'd/ with a generons Chriſtiani- 
ty; That -rthe Order of Rhodes ac- 
knowledg'd none but the Apoſtolick 
See, which knew not what it was to 

ay Tribute : and that for his part - 
be was refoly'd rather ro dye a thou-, 
ſand deaths, 1hen- ro ſuffer in _his 
time; that the- Government which he 
had receiv'd free, ſhould become tri- 
butary ; and that if. Mahomet made 
war againſt the faith of Treaties, he 
hop'd that God, who is the revenger 
of jnjuries and impicties, would de- 
jend his own Worlhip againſt all the 
O!toman Power. -- 

In regard the Knights were fear- 
ful leaſt ſo fierce an Anſwer migkt 
provoke Mahomet, they made it their 
buſineſs to provide againſt ſo formi- 
dable an enemy: Bat becauſe the 
Society was then poor, and not able 
to maintain a long war of it felt, they 
hought ir their beſt way to engage 
he Chriſtian Princes to their ſide , 
ſpecially the King of France, upon 

B _ _ Who 
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whom they lookr upon as the bei 
friend of their Order. The Commander 
TY Aubuſſon was choſen for this En 
baſſage out of all the. Commander 
of the French Nation. Not only be 
cauſe he had. a particular knowledge 
and dexterity in managing affairs, but 
becauſe he was known to' the Cour 
of France. 


He departed froni Rhodes at the 

_ time that Jumes de MHz ſucceeded 
John de Luſtic, Grand-Maſter of the 
Order, and arriv'd in Fraxce, a little 
aſter the Cardinal d'Avigncy, whom 
the Pope had ſent thither,to encite the 


French againſt the Turk. The Em: 
baſſador of Rhodes was entertain di0 
aſter an extraordinary manner, either 
becauſe the Court had a great eſteem 
for him, or becauſe they had a de 
 fign to kecp him. in delay, He fay 
through the gentlencſs and careſles 
which he receiv'd, which way the 
Court ſtood affefted toward the Ho 
ly-war. The King would not under- 
take it by any means, whether he 
thought his Kingdom too much ex: 
hauiled to defray the expence of 1 

War

war that might prove of a long con- 
rinuance ; or whether he minded no- 

"thing bur his Repoſe,, after his paſt 
toiles, or that the Charms of the 
fair Agnes had cool'd his zeal which 
he: formerly had for the intereſt 
of the Church ; or whether it were 
that he would not ſubmit to the 
inclinations of his Son," who was 
retir'd maſe-content, ro T/:/p Dake 

of Burgundze, the moſt zealous of all 
the Chriſtian Princes, and one © that 
1d declar'd himſelf ſo much an ene- 
my of the Tark, that he ſolemnly 
iwore to make war upon them. 

The Cardinal Legate who was a 
Frenchman, and very underſtanding 
ing in affairs, appli'd himſelf wholly 
to effect this Negotiation. After 
""W many Conferences in vain with the 
YI publick Miniſters, he treated at laſt 
in particular with- the King, not be- 
ing able ro obtain any thing. Cal:/ius 
being advertis'd of the Kings diſpoſi- 
tion, writ to him very ſharp Letters; 
threatning him at length with the 
Thunderbolts of Rome, and the Ma- 
dition of Heaven , if he refus'd 
L .D 4 the 
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© the holy League. Thoſe Letters 
wrought no eftect, if they did not 
make it worſe. The King was in- 
cens'd at the Popes threats, and nor 
perſwaded by his reaſons. In ſuch a 
_ rickliſh conjuncture , there appear'd 
no probability of hopes ſor the Com- 
mander Z* Aubuſſon. However he 
ceas d not to act : and in regard that 
beſides the character of an Embaſla- 
dor he had other good qualities , 
which made him S's by the 
King and his Miniſters, he was heard 
more favourably rhen the Legate, 

He repreſented at firſt ' that Chri- 
ſtendom was never in more eminent 
danger, and that there was nothing 
which we had not to fear, if the Pro- 
greſs of. the Infidels were not quickly 
itopp'd ; that Mahomet ſince the ta- 
king of Conſtantinople aim'd at no- 
thing but /tozze ; that he was fall'n 
into Hungarza, to enter into Germany, 
with a purpoſe to make his way that. 
way into [taly. Thar it was one of 
his maxims, that as there is bur one 
God in Heaven, ſo there could not be 


but one Monarch upon Earth : That 
- he 
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he had been conſtrain'd to raiſe his 
ſiege betore. Belgrade , becauſe he 
had not raken the. right courſe, and 
for that he had been wounded him- 
ſelf, but that his misfortune had no 
way diſincourag'd him ; that he was 
one of thoſe great men that make the 
beſt advantage of their. errors and 
misfortunes ; or rather that he was 
like the fiercer ſort - of, Beaſts, who. 
when they have receiv'd a wound and 
feel their blood begin to flow, are ne- 
ver more furious till then. Thar ſince 
his ill facceſs in Fungary, he had 
drawn to his fide 'the Soldan of 
Egypt, the Caraman and' the Tartar, 
and that he would return with freſh 
forces to the ſiege of the Belgraae; 
and that his Generals who had tak'n 
almoſt all the Ifles in the Archipela- 


go , would ſoon powre their fury up- 


on Rhodes. In ſhort that thofe two 
Ramparts of Chriſtendom being 
forc'd, not any of the Dominions of - 
the Chriſtian Princes could be fate, 
cither by Sea or Land. | 
Aubuſſon , afterwards repreſented 


to the King, that being the eldeſt Son 
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the Chiarth , he could 'not foriake 
their intereſt without -dſhonour to 
himſelf. That as for the tranſporr- 
ment of the Pope, it was but a tran: 
fportment of zeal, and that his good Ill ' 
farentions defery'd the pardon of a il 
few ſharp expreſſions. He added ar i 
length , that- becauſc there: were in 
Rhodes more Knighrs of the Freneh, 
then of any orherNations in the world 
the Monarch of Fraxce could not in 
Juſtice diſpence with ſuccouring the 
ifland, ata time when it lay only in 
his power to do it. That Aiphonſus 
King of Aragon, ſo wiſe and f brave 
before he came into [raly, was: nor 
pnly cffeminated by the delights of 
Naples, but embroyl'd with Pope Ca- 
[ixt115 ; Who though a native of Ar- 
ragcm, had refus'd to give him the 
inycſtiture of the Kingdom of S7czly, 
and ro aſſure the ſucceſſion -to Ferd;- 
nazd his natural ſon. That Henry 
King of Caſtile, as poor ſpirited, and 
more vitious then his Fathice had bu- 
Tjneſs ar home and abroad ; and that 
his Rebellious ſabjes found him as 
much work,as the Moors of Graz ad: 
his 
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his Neighbours and Enemies. Thas - 

Henry of England was not Maſter at 
home, and that the Duke of ork 
who had ufurp'd the Government, 
minded norhing bur to ſuſtain him- 
felf againſt his Rivals. That the Em- 
peror Frederick livd an idle lite, 
minding neither his own honor, hor 
the ſafery of Chriſtendom. Thar be- 
ſides, the war,grew hot between the 


Empire and Hungary, and that Za- 


d:flrus at the Tame time was to make 


head 'againit the Emperor and the 


Turk. Thar civil ' diſſentions rur- 


moyl'd all T:aly, and that the King- 
 doms of Stweedlind & Danemark were 


full of troubles, Chriſtzern had been 


ſet upin the place of Charles, whoſe 


irregularities and crimes had render'd 
him unworthy of the Crown. That 
Alphonſo King of Portugal, quiet 
enough at home, wanted not a good 
will, bur that all he could do was 


- bur very fittle, if a Prince more po- 


tent then himſelf did not aſfliſt him. 
That thus France being the only 
Kingdom in 'Ezrope thar enjoy'd a 
true peace ; it was only from France 
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that they could expect. relict ſuiflet- 
ent to ruine the deſignes of the Porr, 
and for that reaſon parhaps ir was 


that Heayen+had ſreed. it {rom the - 


power of the Engliſh. _ 

All theſe $5 propounded after 
a ſmart and | inſinuating manner , 
madea deep impreſſion upon Charles's

Fr .mmce his Daughter with King Za- 
di flirts. 'As for the Knights, he pro- 
' mis'd them all affiſtance, -and imme- 
diately, caus'd fixtie tho! aſand Crowns 
in Goid ro be paid to the Embaſiador 
_ at- Rood: TG 
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 Aubuſſon lay 'd out that mony for 
proviſions of war, according to the 
\ orders he receiv d , and ireighted 
away Ships laden with Canon, Armes, 
Powder and Lead. Then he depart- 
ed himſelf, afrer he had colleted 
moſt of the money, which was due 
ro the Order in ſeycral parts of Eu- 
rope. 
The ſucceſs of the Embaſlie, and 
the Letrer which he preſented to the 
Grand-Maſter from the King of 
France, made him to be acceprably 
receiv 'd by the Knights and all the 
people. The Letter was very. gene- 
rous and yery obliging. For the King 
after he had-only ſpok'n a word or 
two touching the gratifying of their 
defires, and excus'd himfelt for nor 
having done more ar the preſent jun- 
ture, frankly engag'd himſelf to 
give them farther aſliſtance, and aſ- 
WW fur'd them of his friendſhip, in very 
_ civil and affeftionate language, which . 
Kings were not wont to make uſe 
of, 
Burt whatever obligation the Order 
had to Charles the ſeventh, ' the __—

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niſh Knights -could not torbear tv 
aeal very rudcly with the French 
Knights at a general Chapter, held 
a little after the return of the Embaſl- 
 ſador, and which was no leſs famous 
for the atremprs of Hoſtile Nations 
or enemies of France, then for the 
number of famous Commanders that 
were preſent. HE 
So ſoon as the Chapter war open'd, 
theKnighr de Lznian,Procurator of the 
Spaniſh tongue, ſtood up , and ſaid 
aloud, that they ought .not to ptro- 
cced any farther, without decreeing 
one Article which he ought to pro- 
poſe, and which was very important, 
rhe..publick tranquility. * To which 
purpoſe, he requir'd , that all the 
dignities of the Order ſhould be equal, 
and that there ſhould be no diſtinction 
of Languages, nor of precedency, nor 
in any other marks of Honour, He 
was ſeconded in his propoſal, by the 
Knight Je Rivalta , Procurator of 
the italian rongue, 'and the Procura- 
tors all England and Germany. 
But the French, who had alwayes 
 march'd before other Nations, op- 


pos'd 
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nos'd with all their might the Pro- 


poſal of Z:zman, and above all ihe 
Commander D* Aubuſſon, who held a 
conſiderable degree in the Aſſembly, 
by vertue of his title of Conſtable of 
hodes, and Procurator of the Grand- 
Maſter. DE Fo 
The zeal-which he had for the Ho- 
nour of his Country, made him ſpeak 
louder and more earneſt then the reſt. 
To ſhew how unjuſt the Propoſition of 
the Spaniards was, he declar'd in few 
words, that the French being the firſt 
Founders of the Order of St. John 
of Jeruſalem, deſerv'd fuch honour as 
thould diſtinguiſh rhem from other 
Languages that were aſlociated with 
them, and which they had adopted: 
Thar thoſe particular honours being 
the. recompence of - their vertue , it 
would be injuſtice ro deprive them of 
them. That their Predeceſſors had 
peaceably enjoy'd them, without be- 
ing ever moleſted or oppos'd : That 
antiquity of Poſſeſſion was a good Ti- 
tie tor precedeneic : And that in as 
well regulated Conſtitution all Inno- 


Vations were of dangerous confe- 


quence:

4+ © » The Hiftory of 
quened : Afeer all, that it was not a 
ume then ro-diſpute of ſuch matters, 
2nd that 'they would incur the male- 
_ diction of the Church, according: to 
the Popes Breif rouching the celebra- 
zon of the Chapter, if they diſcours'd_ 
ot any other matters, then what con- 
ccr#'d the general good of Chriſten- 
dom. _ 

The Spaniards and their accom- 
plices often interrupted Anbufſon, and 
cadcayou'd to carry by force, what 
zbcy could not obtain by juſtice. | But 
finding ar length that the French par- 
xF was the ſtrongeſt, and that they 
were not all hearkn'd to, they -finng 
out of 'the Aſſembly, and afterwards 
acparted.the Town, notwithſtanding 
the prohibition of the Grand-Maſter :_ 
fo that this Afair, which, as the Spa- 
#:rds pretended. fo much. imported 
the publick. tranquility , was but a 
tr3:-k 10 divide and break ap the Af- 
fembly. 

Bur the Commander D Aubuſſur 
had another occaſion to ſtand up. tor 

the honour of France while he. de- 


fended his own. The: news being 
brought 
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brought to the” Grand-Maſter that 
Mahomet was equipping out a great 
Fleer, and thar the Turxs. might at- 
racque the Ifland of "Rhodes, the 
Knight Villemarin a Spaniard, and a 
perſon of merit, but ambitious, and 
naturally turbulent, propos'd in Coun- 
cil with much heat, that he might 
immediately give order ſor all things 
neceſſary for the defence of the City, 
and made a large recital of what was 
needful, with all the marks of a fſe- 
dulous care. Aubnuſſou who was Ca- 
ſtellaine of rhe Ciry, and who beſides 
thar, excrcis'd the Command of Cap- 
tain General in the abſcnce of the 
Marſhal oi the Order, tearing lcaſt 
Villamarin, whoſe haughty and da- 
ring humour he knew, ſhould uſurp 

the charge of Captain General , an- 

ſwerd him ſternly , that there was 

no want of power ; that he mighc 

ſet himſelf at' reſt ' for that ; and that 
_ he had nothing to do to intrude him- 

ſelf upon thoſe deries that did not 
belong to him :- Thar it was the Cap- 

tain Genera] who was to take care for 
the ſecurity of the City : That rhar 
| employ- 
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employment anciently belotig'd to the 
Auvergnoy' Tongue , ' and that the 
Spaniſh Language bad nothing to do 
with-ir. | 

Villemari® made a' ſemblance of 
ſubmitting ro his reaſons, and gave 
no reply ar that time, either to con- 
ceal his defign, or to give himſelf time 
ro conſider what he had to do. Bur 
the next day, having conſulted the 
Knights of his own Nation, which 
were return'd to Rhodes, whoſe beha- 
viour the Grand-Maſter had alſo par- 
don'd, he appear'd at the head pf 
them in Council, and with an aftect- 

_ &d Air of modeſty, ſaid, that the 

Spaniſh Language did nor pretend 
to the charge of Captain General ; 
but thar he, and all the reſt of 
the Nation deſir'd that they might 
Have the opportunity to perform their 
duties ro the utmoſt of their power, 
as well as the French. Aubuſſon, who 
faw that this manner of proceeding, 
was'only a nieer ferch, and that the 
Jpaniards,ander pretence of demand- 

' ing the-exerciſe of their duty, had a 
deſign upon the Command ir 1elf, —_ 

El pli'd 
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 pli'd with more ſternneſs and. vigour 
then before, that the charge of Cap- 
lo Wl tain Generai was annexed to the dig- 
nity of Marſhal of the Order ; thar 
oF BY only belong d to the Auvergnian 
« Language, of whom the Marſhal was 
|. | the chicf, to-do the duties of ir ;, and 
that Spain had nothing ro do to 
 meddle with France as to that parti- 
cular. The Council adjudg'd that 
Villemarin's warineſs was withour 
any ground ; and the Aﬀair was de- 
creed. in favour of the French, tothe. 
diſgrace of the Spaniards, who in 
yain proteſted. againſt all- that was 
done, in regard that their Proteſts 
could not be Regilſter'd. & 
Notwithſtanding the advantage 
which France had in theſe Conteſts, 
that hinder'd not, but that Peter 
Raymund Zacoſia, a Caſtillian, was 
choſen Grand-Maſter, in the xoom of 
James de Milli, who dy'd ar that 
time; the Spaniards were alſo divi- 
ded into two 'Languages , the one 
Arragontian, the other Caſiz/lian; in 
favour of the latter of which, there 
was a new Dignity created under the 
= Fitle 
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Title 'of Chancellor © of the Ordet: 
Yer neither the credit which the Spa- 
2iards had with the new Grand-Ma- 
ſter, nor the animoſities which - they 
had conceiv'd againſt the French 
could hinder, but that the Comman:- 
der Aubuſſon had alwaies his ſhare in 
. the management of Afﬀairs, and was 
highly honour'd by the Chapter Ge- 
neral which was held at Rome: | 

To underſtand this part of the Hi- 
ſtory, it is convenient” ro relate the 
reaſon which oblig'd the Grand-Ma- 
ſter to paſs into 1:aly, with the prin- 
_ cipal Knights, at a time when ir was 
thought that they ought nor to have : 
been abſenr. \ 

The Negotiation of the Embaſla- 
dor which Mahomet ſent to Rome; 
to treat of peace, or rather 'to lull 
the Knights aſleep while- his Arms 
were employ'd ih other places, ha- 
Ving not taken effe&, the Grand-Ma- 
| ter thoughr-it convenient to lay up a 
bank for the War, and began to levy 
the Tax which had been impos'd up- 
on all the Eftates of the Order. 


The 
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: The moſt part of the abſent Com- 
anders, who lead liyes irregular e- 
nough, and for whom great Revenues 
were not large enough to. maintain / 
their luxury,refus'd to pay that which 
as their. due. However, to excuſe 
themſelves in ſome meaſure, they 
ry'd out. that the Tax was roo high, 
that  Zacoſia ſought - only. ro ruine . 
hem, and enrich himſelf ; and that 
his Government grew every day more 
and more-tyrannical.., They alſo did 
him-ill offices ro-the- Princes which 
they: :found:: enclin'd to hear them, 
e Tralians and French did all they 
ould: ro' animate againſt him the 
Duke of Venzce and the King of Na- 
les ; bur the Spaniards render'd him 
alrogether odious tothe King of A- 
rag0n, already provok'd for that the 
ouncil of Xhodes had -tak'n from 
an -Arragonors the Commandery, of 
Empoſta,; to: pur ZacofFain his room. 
Thar Prince, who was one of- the 
Greateſt of his time, and who want- 
ed not; for credit at Fome, inform'd 
the Pope of all, and advis'd him to 
ſend for the _—_ Maſter, and to 
: 2 
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examine how he had carry'd himſelf, 
The Pope belicy'd' the King of Ara. 
gon, bur to ſaye in ſome Heaſure the 
honour of the- party accus'd, he or: 
der'd the General Chapter, which 
ſhould have been [held at Rhodes. to 
be held at Rome, where the-affairs of 
the Order might be-better: conſulte 
then in any ' other place.» + Lacoity, 
who was ignorant of the evil deſigti 
"of his enemies, blindly obeys the Ot- 
ders of the Pope, _ his-innocency 
ſeem'd to afford him ſtrength ro un 
 dergo the toil of a Voyage in ey et 
rremity of old-age:-”* *” 
- In this famous: Afeembly' it- Was, 
wherein Punt the ſecond preſided F 
Perſon, that'the Commander”. Ay 
buſſon was highly *preterr'd:'- For be 
fides that at rhe-opening of rhe Chap 
ter, he was choſen for one of the-Pre- 
curators of the'Treaſury;' he was one 
of- the ſixteen Knights that: were af 
terwards ele&ted, and who according 
to the Statutes of the Order, had al p 
"Joint power to look. after: the mol A 
New wg aflairs.* -- +5 ſ: 
: Bur his Principal buſineſs was w b 
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juſtifie the innocence of -the. Grand . 
Maſter 4atejZ2 ; ro which purpoſe 
theſſl he:iply'd Cardinal Vr/n7 and the 
or. Arch-Biſhop - of 'Mi/an, who were 
<[ brought _ into the Chapter by the 
toll Popes order, being perſons in whom 
f the-Pope had a great confidence. Af- 
dll tor he had ; well inform'd ;them of rhe 
looſe life of the Knights who.refus'd to 
piy.the Tax, he cafily made them un- 
derſtand, that the Complaints which 
they made againſt the Grand Maſter 
in-l had.no other foundation then the diſ- 
3-H foluteneſs of his Enemies. Bur to re- 
- © move out of the Popes thoughts all 
apprehenſions of any tyrannical Go- 
m_ſ vernment exercis'd by the Grand Ma- 
© ter, he engag'd ſeveral of the molt. 
ſober and prudent Knights to give 
teſtimony to the Pope of the conduct 
and management of Zacoi7a. 
: The Pope was aſham'd that he fo 
© cafily beliey'd- the accuſers of 24- 
£0574; and to make him ſome kind of 
publick ſatisfaftion, he careſs'd him, 
and ſhew'd himi more then ordinary 
favours before all the world: Bur as 
ON his Holineſs had been inform'd by 
4 "iS - - on 
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Cardinal <Vy/1 and the-Arch-Biſhop 
of Mzilan of* the debauchery of 'the 
diſobedient+ Knights, he conſulted 
with the Grand Maſter how to reduce 
them to their. dury. He alſo made 
a fpeech in Latin ro the Knights that 
were aſſembled wupon'the obligation 
that lay upon them 'all together, to 
lead a life-not only 'vertuous and re- 
oular,, but holy and irreproachabls 
The zeal of the Pope rais'd up that 
of rhe Chapter. They ſeriouſly. fell 
_ to-confider 'what way'to take- ro're-f 
medy the diſorders that were crept 
into the 'Order, and ' made Laws: forlff 
the Refofthation of Manners, which 
after they had been exarin'd by the 
ſixteen Knights, and ſome of the Car 
dinals, 'were approv'd 'and confirm'c 
by the Pope himfelf. 

Aubuſſon was extreamly rejoie' 
thar he had not labour'd in vain ; but 
he had'nort the ſatisfaction to ſce thell 
Grand Maſter himſelf /pur the: Laws 
in execution ; ZLacofFa dy'd as ſoon 


as the Aſſembly was bricks up The 
Pope was ſo much the more ag priev'd 
at it, becauſe he lookr upon hinaſelt 
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to he in ſome ſort the cauſe of his 
death; for it was the general report 
that this journey to Rome had 
ſhorten'd the days- of that venerable 
old man. He was buried with a mag- 
nificence extraordinary in the Church 
of St. Peter, before the Chappel of 
St. Gregory. The Marble that was laid 
oyer him, ſufficiently teſtifies him to 
have been illuſtrious in piety, in cha- 
rity, and in wiſdom ; and his Epitaph 
might have ſerv'd him for an Apo- 
logy, had-he had any need of ir atter 
his death. | 
Baptiſta Vr/m, Prior of Rome, 
was ele&ted Grand Maſter, betore the 
Knighrs were feparated. He deparred 
for Rhodes preſently airer his eleCtion, 
upon information that his preſence 
was abſolutely necciiary there. Wien 
he came there he found the Treaſury 
waſted, the Fortifications decay'd, 
g00d part of the Ammunition ſpent, 
and ai! the Inhabitants of the liiand 
alarm'd at Mahomets preparations. 
The Baur#3r:2n puft up with his for- 
mer Conqueſts, advanc'd. every day 
like a ſurious Torrent thar finds no 
E 3 ; re- 
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Teliſiuine: or which becomes more 
imperuous and rapid by the reſiſtance 
which it meets with. The death of 
the generous Sranderbeg made him 
more infolent rhen ever ; inſomuch, 

that when he heard rhe news, he faid 
' that he would now be ſoon Maſter of 
Chriſtendom, ſince ſhe had loſt het 
Sword and Buckler. 

The firſt ſtep which the Grand 
Maſter made to remedy theſe diſor 
ders, was. to recall all the Knights 
which the journey to Rome had ſcat 
tcr'd, or which the pleaſures of 1taly, 
or the affairs of the Order hinder'd 
from returning. 

The Commander Aubuſſon, who 
was recall'd by name, came to Rhode: 
_ at the ſame time that two Gallies were c 
preparing to ſuccour the Iſland of Ne 
gropent, into which Mahomet was 
entcr'd by land with an Army d 
two hundred thouſand men, by the 
hep of wooden Bridges builc upon 

reat Barks in the Streight of Saint 
ATark, while Baſha Mabomet, his Fa 
yourite, aſſail'd it by Sea with a Nx 
vy of two hundred Sail. k 
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"The itnpatience which Aubuſſor had 
to fight-the;Infidels, made him eager 
for bone akin upon . this occaſion, | 
The Grand Maſter had already nam'd.. 
the-Knight Cardona to. command the 
Gallies ; ſo-that all he.could do for 
Aubuſſon, was to give him the Com- 
mand of a Troop of ;{tout men, that. 
were order'd to be the Companions of 
Cardona's Fortune. When the Gallies 
were ready, they ſer ſail, and join'd 
with the Venetian Fleet, which the 
Republick ſent to the relief of Negro- 

ont, The .Fleet. appear'd in view of 
the Iſle when the Barbarians were 
ready for the aſſault ; and Mahomer, 
who faw them coming, was not a lit- 
tle troubled. Bur all thar preparation 
came to nothing,and the Knights were 
forc'd to lye ſtill, and behold the City 
taken before their faces, through the 
cowardice or imprudence of the Ve- 
netians, who having the Wind and 
Tide favourable, inſtead of making 
uſe of the opportunity, ſtopr ſhorr, 
and fell to conſultation, when it was 
time to. act. 

The Grand Signior was ſo enrag'd 
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ar the ſuccour which the Order had 
given to the Venetzans, and the incur- 
tions which they had made into divers 
parts of Turky, during his being bu- 
fied in Negropont, that withour any 


farther deliberarion he declar'd War fl 


againſt them, A Herauld publiſh'd 
the Peclaration by ſound of Trum- 
pet ; and Mahomets rage went ſo far, 
that he vow'd in a furious paſſion that 
he would kill the Grand Maſter with 
his own hands, and cut to pieces all 
the Knights that fell into his-power. 
After a War ſo ſolemnly and. out- 
ragioutly declar'd, there was nothing 
thought upon in Rhodes bur to make 
preparations to withſtand the fury of 
 Mahomet. They began with a gene- 
ral Aſſembly ſo ſoon as the Gallies 
were return'd ; and Aubuſſon was in 
this Chapter one of the fixteen 
Knights who governd every thing, as 
he had been in that of Rome. He 
was alſo one of- the Adminiſtrators 
of the Treaſury, which were eleQed 
. extraordinarily ; for as there was lit- 
tle order in the Treaſury, and for ' 
that the Chapter of Rowe had very 
4 | much 
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much- exhauſted 'ir, they thought it 
convenient to -truſt the management 
thereof tro ſix Knights of known in- 
regrity and ability, giving them an 
abſolute and independent power as 


- to what concern'd the publick ſtock, 


without obliging them 'to give any 
account to the Grand Maſter, or the 
Council, . . NE” | 
Bur beſides thoſe advantages which 
Aubuſſon had common with the reſt 
of the Knights, he was alſo honour'd 
in particular with a new dignity. The 
Auvergnian language repreſented to 
the Council, that in regard they had 
a great number of Knights that faith- 
fully ſerv'd theOrder, and few dignities 


that depended upon the Council , 


they demanded for a recompence of . 
their ſervice, that they might have 
beſtow'd upon them ſome particular 
juriſdiftion, as other languages had, 
that were leſs ancient and leſs nume« 
rous. . The requeſt ſeem'd but rea-/ 
ſonable, ſo that the Chapter in favour 
of them made a new Capital Juriſ- 
diction ; they gave them authority 
to aſlign a Commandery for the re- 
.yenue 
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venue of the Charge, and declar'd at 
the ſame time, that the Baily, whom 
they ſhould ele, ſhould enjoy- his 
Commandery in the ſame manner as 
other Bailies; that is to ſay, that he. 
ſhould enjoy all the prerogatives and 
' pre-eminencies that are appropriated 
co Capital Juriſditions and Comman- 
deries, They annex'd the Comman- 
dery of Luteil to the new Bailywidk, 
and after.that Aubuſſon was elected 
Baily, -a$ he that was adjudg'd fitteſt 
for the dignity. 

The firlt time that Aubuſſon took 
his place in Council as Baily, he ſpoke, 
for , Charlotte de Luſiznan Queen, of 
_ Cyprus. For that unfortunate Princeſs, 
whom the Rebellion of her Subjects 
had reduc'd almoſt to utmoſt extre- 
mity, could find. no, Sanctuary bur 
Rhodes, after the ruine- of her affairs. 
There ſhe ſtay 'd for ſome time, and 
was entertain'd at the expences of the 
Order... 

Burt in .regard her ill fortune had 
not broken her courage, ſhe reſoly'd 
upon a, journey to Rome, to delire aid 
_ of rhe Pope. againſt her rcbellious 
Sub- 
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8ubjes, or ar leaſt ro oblige him to 


thunder our | againſt them 'the Ana- 
thema's of the Church. And that 
which made her abſolutely determine 
2von that courſe, was the conveni- 
cacy of the French Gallies then in 
the Port of Rhodes, which were ſud - 
denly to ſer fail for Naples. Burt in 


regard ſhe was very poor, and had 


not wherewithall. ro defray. the ex- 
pences of her journey, ſhe deſir'd 
thoſe Knights who ſeem'd to have 


moſt compaſſion and kindneſs for her, 


to ſpeak ro the Grand Maſter to ſup- 
ply her with what was neccſfary to 


carry her into 1taly. 


The Baily Aubuſſon was very much 


troubled. for the misfortunes of. the 


Queen, and cſpous'd her intereſt. He 
wiſh'd with all his hearr, that the 


condition of the affairs of Rhodes 


would have permitted the Knights to 
have reſtor'd her to her Throne, nor 
were there any.dangers to which he 
would not: have expos'd himſelf to 


ſerve ker. Burt becauſe there was no 


likelihood of undertaking any thing 


abroad, while the Order was in ſo 


much 
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much danger at home ; he only. re- 
preſented, :thar fince: the:Knights of 
St. John'. were: not in. a condition; to 
reſtore a Queen diſpoil'd of her King- 
dom, - that had put her ſelf under 
_ their proteQtion, that they would ar 
leaſt relieve a. Queen in neceſlity,who 
did as it. were crave their Alms. That 
it was true, that the Treaſury was 
not over:rich,- and that Mony was 2 
precious'thing in caſe of a Siege, but 
that there were certain occations, 
wherein decency, generoſity, charity 
-and jultice. were to prevail above or- 
-dinary prudence; and that after all 
was done, that the Springs of Pro- 
vidence were incxhauſtible, and thar 
Heaven was never wont to fail them 
that inconvenienc'd themſelves to re- 
lieve the miſerable. He ſpoke with 
1o much-earneſtneſs, and with ſuch a 
lively and encouraging Air, that the 
Council order'd, notwithſtanding che 
oppoſition 'of the Kniglits, either 
wanting generoſity, or over-prudent, 
that the-Queen of Cyprzzs ſhould be 
- plentitully furniſh'd with all things ne- 
celfary tor her Voyage. | 

| The 
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_ TheBaily D" Aubufſon was order'd 
himſelf, as one of the: Managers of 
the Treafury;-:to give her -what Mo- 
ney he ſhould think: fitz and he ſo 
well acquitted himſelf;chat rhe Queen 
had no- occaſion tFcomplain.' F 
.» Bur to return to the: preparations 
| for War, ' though the Venetian found 
the :Turk 'employment fufficient in 
Dalmatia; : and ,that. the . Alliance 
which the Venet;ans had' made with 
Ofumcaſſan King of Perſza, after the 
taking ' of Negropont, had fomewhar 
_ diſcompos d the deſigns of Mahormet, 
however the Knights were :careful ro 
ſtand upon their Guard:;'and becauſe 
the Walls wete either ruin'd or weak 
in ſome places, they labour'd conti- 
nually 'in_the repair of them, givi 
to Baily Aubuſſon the charge of look- 
ing after rhe Fortifications of the Ci- 
ty. He had apply'd bimſelf in his 
youth to that Military Science,where- 
in betimes. he became ſo expert that 
the moſt. able Ingineers could teach 
him nothing. -He was not content 
only to repair the breaches, but he 
added ſomething new to. the ancient

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Works. - He caus'd-the Moats to be 

made. wider and: broader.;: but be-- 
cauſe it was nois'd abour, that Ma. 
homet was preparing his Galleys a- 
gainſt the Knights of -Sr.Zo/n, and 
that the: ZarkifÞ#®Army - which 'had 
rais d their Siege from befote Scutars, 
might well come to /hodes, the Coun- 
cil thought it neceſſary for fear of 
being ſurpriz'd,to plant their Cannon 
round the: Walls of the' City ; which 
was-alſs entruſted to Auvrſſon's care, 
who :brought. out all the great Guns 
anckplakloiuhory upon the Walls and 
Ramparts, wherever occaſion requir'd;

If we may believe the old Arabick 
Chronicles, intermixt with many fa- 
bles, this Fort was ancjently built by 
an Arabian Prince, call'd by the 
name of Muhavas, a great Souldier, 
and Son of Abi Saifian. This Prince, 
irom Governor of &zypt and Syria, 
coming to be Caleph nine and thirty 
years after Mahomet, was no ſooner 
ſeared upon. rhe Arabian Throne; 
þut he refolv'd ro conquer all: the 
Roman Empire ; and his firſt deſign 
was to attaque Conſtantinople by Sea 
and Land. But he was advis'd to 
go firſt ro Rhodes, which the exploits 
of the Romans made every day.more 
famous then other, among all' the 
Nations of the World,' Foe the bring- 
ing of which enterprize-to paſs, ha- 
ving befieg'd the City, he built. a | 
Tower juſt by ; the Port, upon the 
Rocks that ran yery; far into the. Sea. 
And thoſe fabulous Stories relate _ |

he built this Tower fo high, thar the 
top of it touch'd the Heavens, and 
the foundations reach'd to the cen- 
ter of rhe Earth. 

The truth is, that after the Vexe- 
t;ans had rais'd the ſiege of Rhodes, 
in the year 1464, the Grand Maſter, 
Zacofta, conſidering of what grear 
advantage a Fort built - upon thoſe 
Rocks would be for the defence of 
the City, began that very year to 
build the Tower of Sr. Nzcholas, and 
that Philip, Duke of Burgundy, gave 
twelve thouſand Crowns in Gold to 
finiſh it ; which engag'd the Knights 
to ſet the Arms of rhe Duke of Bux: 
gundy, and the Provinces under his 
ſubjeAion, upon the Tower. 
' This was the condition of the Ci- 
ty of Rhodes, when it was beſieg'd 
by the Army of Mahomet. The 
Fleet came to an Anchor juſt againſt 
St. Stewven's Mount ; and mauger all 
that the Knights could do to hinder 
their landing, the Turks gor footing, 
ind lodg 'd themſelves immediately 
upon the Mount, and, in the neigh- 
bouring plains: Ar the fame time 
_ they 
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they, brought; a-ſhore [all their Artil. ' 
lery alſo,.and their Engines of War. 
The Baha had in his Army, which 

_ eonſfiſted at leaſt of a hunder'd thoy- 
ſand men, all.,the beſt: Squadrons of 
Anatolia, the choice :of the Spahi's 
and JantSarzes, above four thouſand 
Volunticrs, ſeveral ZBeys of Roma- 
Hz4 and other Governments ; and 
Laſtly, ſeveral Companies compos'd 

_ of the Veteran Bands that had fol- 
low'd Mahomet in all his military 


Expeditions. 


No ſooner were they encamp'd,but 
a Troop of. Voluntiers came briskly 
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Barbarians return'd_in better order, 
| and far more. numerous, to obſerve 
the condition of the Town. The Re-- 
negado, Demetrius, was.in the head 
'of them ; in whom the Baſha- moſt 
_ confided, ſince the death of Melzgale. 
Thereupon the Knights made a ſe- 
cond ſally, commanded by Antony 
TD Aubuſſon, Vicount of Montezs, the 
Grand Maſter's Brother. | 
He arriv.d at Rhodes but ſome 
days before, with an Equipage and a 
Train anſwerable to his Quality, 
He came-to Rhodes not only with 
an intention to go to Jeruſalem, and 
to viſit the, holy Sepulcher, according 
ro the cuſtom of thoſe times; bur 
alſo to aſſiſt the Grand Maſter, his 
Brother, and. to ſerve the Church, 
finding himſclf in a Siege with which 
the Knights were menac'd eyery-mo- 
ment. He was a perſon of great Ho- 
nour and Generofity, very skiltul in 
the art of War, -and one that pro- 
ftoundly underſtood the world. He 
Vas made Captain General of the 
 Khodians upon his arrival, the Heads 
of the Council, who knew his worth, 
; | making 
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making choice of him with one con- 
fent. He had brought along with 
him. feverat Gentlemen of Marche, 
char were his Tenants, or elſe his 
Friends;. not to ſpeak of other Soul- 
diers that accompani'd him, of which 
the chief were Lewis of Chaon, of 
one of 'the moſt noble Houſes of An- 
jou, William Gomare of Xaintonge, 
Matthew Brangelier of Perigord, 
Claudian Colombe of Bourdeaux , 
Charles le Roy of D1jon, and Lewis 
Suncum of Paris. . 

The Vicount of Momnte/l ſtaid not 
till the enemy came up to him, bur 
raarch'd to them with his Sword in 
his hand,and charg'd them vigorouſly 
with his Troop. The Turks luſtain'd 
rhe firſt charge without ſtirring,. and 
Demetrins encourag'd them fo by 
his words,and his example, that they 
at length made the Chriltiahs give 
ground. They had perhaps put them 
ro diſorder, if the Vicount of Mor- 
te had not impetuoutfly ſpurr'd his 
Horſe ppon'the chief 'of 'the Barbs 


ri4&ns, who ſeem'd ro him to be the 
moſt rcfolv'd and -couragious. The:

himſelf thrown to_ the ground, and 
. trampl'd over by the Horſes. Info- 
much, that he who had abjur'd the 
Faith, and confpir'd the deſtruction 
of Rhodes, advanc d the \defign of 
the Infidels -no more than - his triend 
Mel:igalus; over whom (he had :on- 
ly "this; advantage, to dye with his 
Arms in his. hands, and ſignalizing 
bis: valgur ;::a-death roo. noble: fora 
Renegado and:a Frayror. ;:;-- - 

--The Rhodtans © im; this encounter 
only-loft the Knight de Murat, of the 
Autvernian:Language, and one of the 
brayeſt- perſÞns of the Order,' He 
was:encompaſt by a Body of i475, 
being in the, purſuir of ſome thar-ran 
away, and run through in a thouſand 
places, while he was diſarming De- 
metrius.

That he'could no 
longer endure the reproaches of his 
own conſcience, for havintig employ'd 
his art againſt the faithful ; that pre- 
ferring his Salvation before his Fot: 
rune, he did abſolutely renounce the 
advancement which he might expect. 
among the Turks ; thar he ſhould be 
happy to dye in the defence 'of the _

The German,' the nfbte bold, be- 
cauſe he thought himſelf unſuſped- 
ed, ſpoke with an air aid a countes 
nance that thew'd nothing of a Tray- 
for, that the:Turki/h Arniy was above' 
a hunder'd thouſand men; cffeive,

beſides the Forces thar were coming - 
ro joyn with them ; that the Tarks, 
beſides their ordinary Cannon, had 
ſome ptodigious pieces, above eigh- 
teen foot long, that carri'd bullets of 
three foot in diameter. That they 
were reſolv'd ro periſh all, rather 
then thihk of raiſing the Siege, which 
was the only thing thar gricv'd him. 
He ſpake with ſo much contidencc, 
that many believ'd what he ſaid, ro 
be real. The Grand Maſter, that he 
might yenture nothing, yet make uſe 
of the opportunity which . Fortune 
had put into his hands, rhought he 
might make uſe of rhe Engfnecr, 
though he were*reſfolv'd not ro truſt 
him. To that purpoſe he command- 
ed the Knights, who had the charge 
of the Artillery, ro conſult him in 
every thing, and not to raiſe any 
battery without him. And to pres 
vent his return to the Turks Camp, 
or ſtom keeping any correſpondence 
with. them, he order'd ſix of the 
ſtoureſt Souldiers in rhe City always 
to atrend him, to whom he gave pri- 
vate inſtructions to keep him always 
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in fight, and never to leave him alog! 
all ar a time. 

Though the Grand Maſter had ſen 
tro Roxze the Knight Cardona, when 
the Infidels firſt appear'd before the 
Iſle ; however he tail'd not to ſend x 
eain, ſo ſoon as they were landed, 
He ſent alſo ro the King of Franc 
and to the other Chriſtian Princes, 
But becauſe the Letter which he had 
ſent to the abſent Priors, had n& 
raken thar full effe&t which he de- 
ir'd ; he diſpatch'd away another, 
wherein, after he had given an ac- 
count of the beginning of the Sicge 
to the Knights that were not yet re- 
turn'd ; he declar'd to them alſo that 
having pur all his truſt inGod, he fear 
neither the force nor cunning of the 
Barbarians ; yer that he hop 'd that 
perſons of their worth and renown, 
'would not fail to come to rhe relic 
of the Order at ſuch a time of n<e- 
ceſlity as this. He added alſo, that 
notwithſtanding the Siege, the Port 
ſhould be always open to the Vellcs 
of the Chriſtians, 
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.» In the:mean while, Mzſach Pales- 
Jagus having well conſtder'd the firua- 
tion and the outſide of the Town, 
and being of Opinion with the En- 
gineer , that all would follow the

were ſoon encourag'd by the Exhor- 
tations of Antony Fradin, of the

which John . Capeſtran did at Bet 
grade. 

The Tower could not ſtand, conſi- 
dering the condition to which the Ca- 
non had reduc'd it, and yet there

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was, a neceſſity of preſerving it, 
hazarding the loſs of all. Thereupon 
the Grand Maſter refolv'd ro:chook 
the Flower of the Knights and Souldi. 
ers to reinforce the Garriſon. And 
having repreſented to them- of whar 


importance it was,not toabandon that. 


polt, he ſent them thither under the 
command of Fabritzus Careita an 
Italian, conjuring them to remem- 
ber that they had in their hands the 
Deſtiny of AKhodes. Re alſo went 
thither in a Barque himſelf, to ſee 
what: work the Cannons had made, 
and finding that the ruines of the 


Wall had made a kind of Baſticn 


round about the remaining part, ſo 
that their Batteries could do no more 
harm, he made an cncloſure of great 
Beams mortais'd one within another, 


and nail'd together, to ſtrengthen the 


compaſs of theWall & theDtich ir ſelf, 
which was hollow'd out of the Rock: 
and ſeeing that ſome part of the Wall 
was fallen wirhin the Fort, he caus'd 
the Ruins to be carry'd away for the 


conveniency of the Carriſon, Then 


Lecaulſe the little Golph thar _— 
che 
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the Weſt ſide of the Mole was ſome- 
times ſo low that it might be waded, 
he ſet all hands at work to prevent 
the Infidels from making their ap- 
proaches that way. To that end they 
laid Planks at the bottom of the Wa- 
ter all ſtuck with Iron Spiks ; and 
then there was a good ſtrong Guard 
plac'd upon the out Wall on that ſide 
of the City ; in the Trenches alſo 
lay a ſtour ſquadron of French and 
Spaniſh Knights, to relieve the Ga- 
riſon in the Tower, upon occaſion. 

The Grand Maſter ſpent all rhe 
night a Horſe back, and in Arms, 
ſtirring continually to keep his men 
in Breath, The Knights and Souldiers 
kept their Poſts all nighr, without 
ſtirring , 'bur till upon the watch, 
and ready, to fight the Enemy. The 
Grand Maſter was alſo very careful 
to plant ſeveral pieces of Canon all 
along the Walls of the City that look- 
ked roward the' Mole of the Tower, 
tolink the Turkz/h Gallies that ſhould 
ride there to favour the aſſault, He 
alſo provided ſeveral fire Ships to 
burn the Enemies Gallies while they 
L 3 made 
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- made the attacque. And'iin "WG 
all was ro be hazarded to fave a poſt, 
upon which depended the ſafety of 
the City, he put himſelf into the 
Tower, together with his Brother the 
Viſcount of Montezle. 

All theſe Cantions were. bur little 
enough ; for day no ſooner appear'd, 
but the Turkiſh Gallics weigh'd from 
before Mount St. S/everrs, and ſtcerd 
directly to the Tower with a freſh 
gale, with a loud noiſe, of Trumpets 
and Drums. No ſooner were they 
come near the Rocks; of the For, 
bur the Barbarians leapt a ſhoar, and 
while the Gallies play'd from-rhe Sea, 
they ran to, the aſſaulr,with'a fury that 
look'd more'like deſperareneſls, then 
courage. At. the ſame time, they. 
within diſcharg'd all their Cannon, 
from the Walls upon the Galleys, and 
the Musketeers from the Mole gave 
the Infidels ſo ſmart aVolley,thar hens 
kill'd moſt of them upon the place; 
the reſt more furious for the ſlaughter 
of the others, and reinforc'd with 
freſh ſupplies, in ſpight, of all the

Alexzs of 
Tarſus, one of the moſt yaliant of the 
Turks, was careful ro ſupply the aſ- 
fault with freſh men. He comman- 
ded that day in the place of the Ba- 
ſoa, who wag detain'd ſick in the 
Camp ; and his undauntedneſs gave -. 
ſo much courage to the Turks, that 
they fought all wounded and bloody 
as they had been ſavage-beaſts, en- 
rag'd at the ſight of their blood, and 
- = concern'd at the fear of 
cath. 
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The Butcheries of the Barbarians 
rather redoubl'd then abated the coy: 
rage of the Knights; who fought 
like men that had nothing to be good 
husbands of, but rather ſought to 


kill, then to defend themſelves. The 


Grand Maſter, who pertorm'd all the 
offices of a good Captain, and a pii- 
vate Souldiecr, had his head-piece 
firuck'n from his head with a 1tone, 
Bur in regard he was neither wour- 
ded nor ſ{tunn'd with the hlovy, he 
rook a Hat inſtead of a Helmet, and 
continu'd in the heat of the fight with 
his wonted trangui:ity ; however, he 
was hit by ſeveral Arrows that pierc'd, 
his Armour in ſeveral places. 

Theſe accidents caus'd the Knights 
ro be very ſolicitous- for their Cap- 
rain. And the Commander, Carretta, 
ſeeing many people {all about the 
Grand Maſter, bcſought him carneſt- 
ly ro retire, To whom the Grand 
Maſter ſmiling,reply'd, Zou have more 
to hope for, then I to fear, Tou will 
one day reap the fruxt of my pains, 
added he, by a kind of Prophetical 
Spirit; as it were forctelling the Com- 

- T- mander 
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mander, that Heaven had defird him 
to be one day Grand Maſter of 
Rhodes. 421 oy 
The Vicount of Mowte:l ſhar'd 
with his Brother in the travel, and 


the danger ; "The artificial Fires, and 


Cannon-ihot that fiew continually 
from the Town, and the perperual 
ſhowers of Muſquet-bullets, Arrows, 
and Stones, wrought a moſt wonder- 
ful effek, On the other fide, the 
Fire-ſhips ſer fire to ſeveral Galleys, 
and the Arillery of the Garriſon ſo 
ill entreated the Galleys that defen- 
ded themſelves from the Fire-ſhips, 
that the enemies, after they had in a 


- ſhorr time loſt above ſeven hunder'd 


of theirs, were conſtrain'd to give 


« way. Now, as it is uſual ro run from 


one extremity to another, and that 
nothing is weaker then a Plunatick, 
when the fitt is over ; theſe men, va-_ 
liant eyen'to fury, and who boaſted 
to out- brave dearth, betook themſelves 
to their heels with ſo much haſte,that 
the moſt part were drown'd fly- 
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. So. foo as. the Turkih Galleys 
were rejoyn'd to the reſt-of the Heer 
that lay before St. Sreven's Mount, 
and thar.the Tower of St. Nicholas 
was in-no. more danger, the Grand 
Maſter. enter'd the Cirty,together with 
Knights,. who had affiſted him to 
drive out the enemy. All rhe people 
receiy'd him as their Preſerver, with 


- a thouſand acclamations,and throng'd 


afrer him to: the Church'of St. John 
Baptrff, whither he went ro return 
thanks to; God for the Victory he 
had gain'd : not queſtioning but thar 
ſo mach; happy ſucceſs was an effe&t 
of diving protection. 


The yexation of the Ba/ha for the 
ul ſucceſs'of his firſt enterprize, did 
not take from him the hope of ſauc- 
cceding in & ſecond. He was per- 
iwaded, that by atracquing the Ci- 
ty in the weakeſt part, he thould 
ealily repair: the loſs which he had 
{uſtain'd. To which purpoſe he caus'd 
eight great pieces of Cannon to be 
planted againſt the Jews Wall, and 
chrew up-ſeveral Breſt-works for rhe 
ſecurity of the Infidels. He alſo lodg'd 

 cer- 
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. certain pieces of Cannon upon the 
oint of land that enclos'd one of 
- the little Golphs ; raiſing that bar- 
tery to deſtroy the Mills that were 
built all along the Mole, and thun- 
der down the Tower of the Port di- 
wars oppoſite to that point. of 
land. Io 
The Grand Maſter ſlept nor art all. 
He knew that. the Jews Wall could - 
not long reſiſt the Zur4ks Cannons, 
how thick or ſtrong ſfoever it were; 
and that the. only way to ſave the 
_ - place, was to entrench himſelt behind 
the Wall. For which reaſon he caus'd 
ſeveral houſes to be pull'd down, and 
a deep Moat to be-made, large enough 
to put a ſtop: to the Infidels, in caſe 
they ſhould come to aſlault the Brea- 
ches they ſhould make. He alfo built 
up behind the Moar a thick brick-wall 
with a good Terraſs of Earth to ſuſ- 
tain it, They labour'd night and day - 
to perigt theſe works; and the 
Grand Maſter himſelf at the head of 
the Labourers,was as active as any of 
the reſt, to carry Stones and Lime 
to adyance the work by his wg 
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Rich and Poor, -Men, Women, Maids 
and Religious people, forgetting con- 


dition. or ſex wrought as common 


Labourers; the very Children did 
what lay in their power, doing more 
then the weakneſs of their age feem'd 
ro-permir;apparently incited by ſome- 
thing ſupernatural to the defence of 
Religion, 'and their Countrey. 

Theſe new Fortifications were hard- 
Iy finiſh'd, when the Turks began 
their new” Batteries. The Bullets 
that fiew continually, and were of 


an extraordinary bigneſs, aſtoniſh- 


ed the -Engineers of the City, in- 
ſomuch that the German Engineer 
confeiſs'd that he never ſaw any thing 
like them before. The Sea ſhoar rc-- 
founded with moſt dreadful roarings 
of the Cannon, the noiſe whereof was 
heard above forty Leagues from the 
Hand. But the efftet was more rer- 


Tible then the noiſe ; for beſides that 


thoſe Guns - caus'd a kind of: Earth- 
quake when they went- off, the Bat- 
reries beat down all theWall,and made 
moſt dreadfal breaches. |

Beſides the Mortar pieces, which 
the Enemy had planted round the Ci- 
ty, threw up inro the Air Stones of. 
a vaſt bigneſs, which tailing upon 
the Tiles of the Houſcs, made their 
entrance in,and kill'd all thar ſtood in 
their way ; and the horribie Ruin 
which they made caus'd a ſad confu- 
fion in the City, The Inhabitants 
who could be no where ſafe, neither 
in their: Houſes nor in the Streets, 
bogan to cry -out and mutter of ſur- 
rendring'; at what time the' Grand 
Mafter bethought himſelf of an ex- 
pedient which ſtifl'd rhe ſedirion in 
its infancy, and fav'd the lives of an 
infinite company of people. He or- 
der d that the Women, Children, 
and perſons. that were of no uſe, 
ſhould all retire into the ſpace which 
was between the Houſes and the Ram- 
parts upon the Welt fide, all which 
{paſe he cover'd with a moſt ſubſtan- 
tial roof, compos'd' of good Ratters 
joyn'd together, and able to reſiſt the 
weight of much bigger Stones. The 
Turks who knew not that the Ci- 
tizens had Guitted their houſes, d+- 
. rected 
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rected their Engines againſt thoſe 
laces which they thought moſt in. 
aro ſo that ar laſt thoſe murdrous 
ſhowres took little effe&t, The Soul- 
diers and the Knights receiv'd but 
little harm, whoſe Poſts were like 
Bulworks; no more then - from the 
Artillery which the Turks plaid trom 


'2a riſing ground that did but little 
. command the City. . 


The Baſha who thought to have 
reduc'd the City by the diſcharge of 
his great pieces, finding that the be- 
ſieged ſpoke not a word of Capitu- 
Jation, yet not willing-to hazard the 
Aſſault, rook a ſtrange reſolution to 


. put an end to the Seige. He confider'd 


that rhe perſon of the Grand Maſter 
was the main obſtacle that hinder d 


his raking the Town, and that the 
_ Knights would never ſurrender, ſo 


long-as they had ſuch a valiant and 


' expert Commander,ſo that he thought 


the beſt and ſafeſt way was to-make 


ſure of him. This defign of his he 


communicated to two Renegado 5, 
who coming to the Turks Camp at 
the beginning of the Siege ; had = 
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jur'd the Chriſtian faith, and made a 
- ſhew of much zeal for the Mahume- 
tan Sect. The one was a Dalmatian, 
the other of A14ania. They had both 
of them acquaintance in M£hodes ; 
and the Albaneſe, who was a crafty 
and intelligent perſon, was very well 
known to one of the Sccretarics ro 
the Grand Maſter, an [ta/:47, whole 
name was Phzileſpho, The Renega- 
do's rhemſelyes immediately offer'd 
tro do the buſineſs, either by ſtab or 
poiſon. Though the Execution were 
both difficult and dangerous; bur a 
wicked man :ay do any thing when 
he fears not;..ng. - 

At the time when the two Aſſaſſi- 
nates were, preparing to. leave the 
Camp, Aly Baſha arriy'd there fram 
Conſtantinople. Mahomet, who be- 
gan to be diſturb'd at the Siege, had 
ſent him expreſly to advertize Paleo- 
logus, that he would come himſelf 
with a reinforcement of a hundred. 
thouſand men, and: fifteen hundred 
Cannon of a prodigious bigneſs... Whe- 
ther the advice were true. or falſe the 
Infdels receiy'd it ag an Oracle which. 

| allur'd 
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Camp with joy, and inſpir'd new 
hear intro the Souldiers. This pro- 
duc'd an effe&t quite contrary in the 
City. The Renegado's who got into 
the City one after another, that they 
might not feem to have any acquain- 
rance one with another, were recciv'd 
as perſons ranſom'd out of Captivity ; 
having given out that they 'unfortu- 
nately tell into the hands of the Bayr- 


barians in the ſecond Sally. At their 


firſt admittance they reported, that 
Mahomet was coming with a formi- 
dable Army, and thar all was loſt, 
it they did not come to a Capitula- 
tion, before his arrival. Some of 


the 1r2/ian Knights who guarded the 


poſt on that ſide,and queſtionleſs were 
not the braveſt of rheir Nation, were 
affrighted at the news. Some Spaniſh 
Knights alſo who took the Alarum 
upon the fame noiſe joining with the 
Tcalians, caball'd together, and had 
private Conferences iti the night time, 
the reſu]t whereof was thar ſince they 


could not fave Rhodes, they ſhou!

The Chriſtians, who were all up- 
on'their Guards, and expe&ed their 
enemies with an undaunted reſoluti- 
on, vigorouſly ſuſtain'd the Shock.

Then 
an innumerable multirude mounted 
the Walls, and tell on with that fury, 
that theChriſtians who kepr theWalls, 
were quite overlaid with number, and 
almoſt all ſlain. The Turks putt up 
with this ſucceſs, drove back the reſt, 
and ſet up ſeven of their colours upon 
the walls, before the Chriſtians could 
get upupon a ſlope, made with the 
Ruins of the Wall on their fide. The 
Knights and Souldiers thar firſt aſcen- 
ded fell upon the Turks with ſuch a 
fury that they forc'd them to retire. 
But the Turks being preſently rein- 
forc'd, both parties diſputed a long 

; ; time 
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time for the Wall; they on both 
ſides with great heat and couragy, 
But when the Combat grew hor, and 
that the victory ſeem'd to encline tg 
the Infidels,” rhe Count of Moztei

\ No ſooner was it known to what 
danger the Grand Maſter had expoſ'd 
himſelf, bur the Burgeſles of theTown 
ran with all ſpeed to diſingage him,ot 
todye with him. The Women alſo 
who. were for the moſt part habited 
in mens apparel, appeat'd upon the 
Ramparts to terrify the Aſſailants,fol-

be honour 'd among men, and precious 
in the ſight of God, His.example, 
and his words, ſo encourag'd the; 
Souldiers, that mauger the obitinate;

lute Maſters of it, after a difpure of 
rwo hours.

As much affrighred as the Barba- 
r;1ns ſeem'd, and as much. wearied 
as they were indeed, ſhame or ho- 
nour caus'd them to: return' to the 
Charge; and the Paſha :drew, out a 
Body of old Janizaries to ſecond: 
the aſſault. Now, in regard the Grand 
Maſter - was known by his gilded 
Arms, and the throng of remarkable

While the Turks were embarquing 
their Engines of War, and all their 
Baggage, .there appear d two great 


Ships, which Ferdinand, King of 


Spain, had ſent to the reliet of 
Rhodes. i Paleologus, who faw them 
making to the Port with full fail, con- 
ſidering what a ſhame it would be to 


let:them, enter the Port, ſhot at them 


with ſuch pieces, of Artillery, as were 
not embarqu'd; not; being able to 
aſſault them with his Galleys, becauſe 
the winds.were contrary. The ſhot 
broughr 6ne of the Maſts of one of 
the-Ships by the, .board, but did . the 
other no harry. Bur the, wind change» 
ing, and the: Sea growing rough-of a 
ſudden; they both came ro an Anchor 
jult againſt the Porr, till the rempeſt 
forc'd them to make all the ſail rhe 
could to get in, The Ship, _—_ 
Maſt was broken, was-the-more for- 
tunate, and ſtcer'd ſo well, thar ſhe 
| _calily 
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got in, The other being- carri'd off 
by ſtorm, fell back into the, road ; fo 
that ſhe was the nexr day very near 
the Infidels Fleet. 'The Baſba, un- 
willing ro let go a prize: that he 
thought in his hands, ſent out twenty 
Galleys to' ſeize her ; and comman- - 
ded the Captain of the Galleys to 
go himſelf. The Chriſtians prepare 
themſelves for fight. The twenty Gal- 
leys ſurround the Veſſel, and thunder 
upon her on every fide; and by an 
incredible kindneſs of divine pro- 
teftion, did them much 'more mil- 
chief then ſhe receiv'd her ſelf. How- 
ever, ſome that , were beſt-mann'd 
fetch'd her up by the ſtrength of 
their oars; and having grapph'd her, 
a whole throng of 'Barbarians en- 
deavour d to enter upon all her quar- 
ters. But the Spaniards and Halians 
kept their ground with ſo much -re- 
ſolution, that afrer a bloody Fighr 
of rhree hours, the Turks were con- 
ſtrain'd to give way : and'the death 
' of the General of the Galleys ſo aba- 
. red their courage, that they wholly 
forſook the Vellel. Tg 
This 
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"Then it was, that M:ſach Paleolo- 
£us, being out of all hope, and fear- 


der-to weigh Anchor, ' and be gone. 
And that which haſted his depar- 
ture, was, that he underſtood by his 
Spies, that the Chriſtians expected a 
yery conſiderable relief, and that the 


fore-runners of the Chriſtian Prince's 
Fleet. - So that the Ortoman Fleet 
put out to Sea the 1874-of Auguſt, 
and ſteer'd toward the Port of Fzſco ; 
where having ſet the Army a-ſhore, 
they continu'd their courſe toward 
ConiFantinople.

This StruCture time brought to per- 
feftion; and it was built neer to the 
Chappe!, where thoſe holy Reliques 
are expos d to the veneration of the 
people.

He wrote at the ſame time to the 
Princes of Chriſtendom, to give them 
advice of the Victory, and to en-- 
gage them to ſend -him relief, in caſe 
the Turks ihould make any new at- 
rempts, and that the Knights ſhould 
be conſtrain d to hold out ano- 
ther Siege. But becauſe that Ferd:- 
nand's Ships had brought him a 
Brief from $7xtus, which Brief con- 
tain'd ſuch expreſlions, as teſtifi'd 
how much the Pope did intereſt him- 
ſelf in the affairs of Rhodes, he ſent 
to Rome the Prior of Capus, and the 
Commander of A/aga, with the Ti- 
tle of Embaſſadors Extraordinary. 
He charg'd them alſo in their way, 
to wait upon the King of Naples, 
and to tell him how much the 
Knights were oblig'd ro him for his 
aid. That in his own particular, he 


. bighly acknowledg'd his Fayour ; 


and 
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and' as lony; as he liv'd, ſhould ſeek ' 
all-occaſions to teſtify his gratitude,” 
Nor was the Grand Maſter thus 
contented to declare his obliga- 
tions to Ferdinand; he alſo gave 
ſubſtantial marks of it ro Lewis 
Palafox, a Gentleman of. Aragon, 
and Captain of the Ship, which had 
ſo valiantly defended the Tower of 
St. Nzcholas, and the Jews ' Wall. 
For beſides thar, he preſented him 
with a Diamond of a very great 
price ; and made his natural Son a 
Knight, as being a young Gentle: 
"man of great hopes and merit. 
He permitted him ro carry-in chief, 
above the Arms of his Family, the 
Arms of the ()rder, as: an authen- 
tick proof of the Services which 
he and his had done, during the 
SI1CFE. 

He alſo granted other conſide- 
rable Favours. both to the Knights 
and Souldiers, which had molt fg- 
naliz'd themſelves: And hecauſc 
the Countrey was utterly laid waſt; 
and for that' the miſeries of the 
people werge nor ended © with the 
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' War, he caus'd Corn to be di- 
' fiributed - to the Iſlanders in great 

- plenty; and diſcharg'd them for 
ſeveral years of all ſorts of. Tax-

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HE Otztoman Fleet carrid. rhe 
news of their own misfortune 
home themſelves to Conſtantinople. 
And Mayhomet was as deeply tenſible 
of this misfortunc.as 2 wiſe and ambi- 
tious Prince poſhb] y could be, who 
had nor proſper'd in an honourabre 
Enterprize, which he undertook nor

he were a great Maſter of himſelf, 
and one that could diſſemble his par-.

* They were ſoon inform'd at Rhodes 
of the preparations which were made - 
ar. Conſtantinople tor a new Expedi- 
tion; nor was the Grand Maſter idle 
in preparing to receive them. 

But while the Rhbodians were re- 
pairing the defences of 'their Ciry, 
there happen'd extraordinary acci- 
dents which chang'd'the whole courſe 
of their proceedings. A little while 
a\ter the Fleer of the Turks was de- 
parted, there was heard over the 
whole Iſle a kind of ſubterraneal 
noiſe, like to that of thunder rhar 
begins to grumble in a cloud; This 
was a prognoſtication of rhoſe Earth- 
quakes with which the Hland was ter- 
rit'd for many months.

He always 
rt I appear 'd melancholly after that milſ- 
at Wl fortune ; and upon the very naming 
the word Grand Maliter, he fell into 
ſuch dull firs as made him inſuppor- 
table ro himſelf. William Caourſin, 
who liy'dat that time, and was Vice- 
Chancellor of Rhodes, makes him to 
dye after a yery ſtrange manner. For 
; he reports in his memoires, that Ma- 
homet paſſing thorough a Forreſt of 
Bithynia, a young Man clad in white, 
| of a ſhape ſomething more then-Hu- 
man, preſented himſelf before him, 
with a viſage burning with anger,'and 
a flaming Sword in his hand, who 
after he had, beheld him with a fiery 
and menacing eye, Moſt impious a- 
mong men, ſaid he, 1 will run thee 
thorough with this Sword. At which 
words Mahomet tell trembling from 
| his Horſe, as if he had been ſtruck 
with a Thunder-bolr. Thar ar the 
ſame time he ſuffer'd moſt bitter tor- 
ments, which caus'd him'to cry out 
molt 
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moſt dreadfully, and thar ſoo low 
he dicd, blaſpheming the name of. Je- 
ſus, and curſing the Rhod;ans. Whe- 
ther the Appariticn were true or no, 
ccrtain it 1s, that this- Enemy ot the 
Croſs. dy 'd the ſame day that the 
Church celcbrates rhe feſtival of ' the 
finding the Holy Croſs, and that as 
he was expiring, he ſeveral rimes ut- 
ter'd the word Rhodes, and comman- 
ded in the extremity of his pangs, 
_ thar this Inſcription ſhould be writ- 
ten over his Tomb. My deſign was |

The death of the Oftoman Em: 
peror was the ſatcty of Chriftendome, 
and particularly of the /Khodzan Ter- 
ritories, So that when the Grand . 
Maſter heard the news, he gave. 
thanks-in. pubiick to Heaven, that 4 
the Order was deliver'd trom fo pow- 
crful an adverſary. 

But that which more encreas'dthe 
Joy of rhe Knights was this, that the 
Ciry of. Otrantim was retaken from 
the Trurhs in Pugha, lo foon as, the | 
death. of. M:homet was known Acb- 
mas 
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mat Baſha, one of the greateſt men 
of the Empire, had made himſelf 
Maſter of this Ciry the year before ; 
and had lcir a ſtrong Garriſon there- 
in, and fertÞ'd it in a condition nor 
to be aſſaulred. The raking of O- 
- trantum.made all Italy thake, And 
the vigorous holding out of the Turks 
againlt the Neapolirans that belieg'd 
it; began to make Romer ſenſible of 
her danger ; but when the beſieged: 
underſtood the dearth of the Grand 
Signior,. their- courages fail d them, 
and they-ſurrendred to. the, Duke of 
Calabria, Son to the King of Napley, 
not ſtaying for the ſuccour of five 
and twenty thouſand men which Ach- 
mat was bringing himſelf; Theſe Ty-- 
. dings wereacceptable tothe Church ; 
and then, it. was -that the Rhodzans.. 
began ro. rake breath after fuch a ſe- 
rics of misfortunes. 'The Earth grew 
ſteady, and the Seca retir d, ſo that 
they had the liberty to repair all the 
ruins of the City. But .as the cor- 
ruption of manners uſually proceeds 
frum the diſorders of War, the Grand 
Maſter undertook a reformation of 
the 
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the-Knights and people. To that end 
he made ſevere Laws againſt thoſe yi- 
ces that wound Chriſtian Piety, and 
civil ſociety,upon which accompt he 
forbad all manner of unlawful Games. 
Thete Laws were publickly proclaim- 
ed, and what was thought almoſt 
credible, as readily obey'd; but a

{ter, then the hand of St. John Bap- 
t;ſt, which was then in his F ather 
Aahome!'s Treaſury.

minions. Bur now he began to alter 
his behaviour, when he ſaw the good 
correſpondence which was between 
the Port and the Order of Sr. John. 
The fear he had, leſt the Knighrs 
ſhould rake a freſh revenge, made 
him before-hand' in appeafing them. - 
To that end he fent an Embaſſadour 
to Rhodes with: rich preſents, and a 
very civil Letter, wherein he blam'd 
his paſt proceedings, and accus 'd the 
folly he had commirred. Duan Ag, 
for that was-' thee Embaſtadour's 
.name, did-the beſt he could ro en- 
hance the value of his Maſter's pre- 
| ſents and excuſes. He promis'd ſfo- 
lemnly an inviolable fidelity, and 
ofter'd. all ſorts of Pledges. for per- 
| formance. 
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formance. Whatever reſentment the 
Grand Maſter had 'of the Injuries of 
Carrberz; he ſaid nothing then: ifor 
though he made Jittle accompt 
of his- promiſes, and judg'd of 
the future: by what was. paſt, he 
thought ir not amiſs ro make his ad- 
vantage of the preſent; and that 
which made him determine ir. the ra- 
| ther was, becauſe he had intelligence, 
that GajzSzet notwithitanding all his 
publick and ſpecious' demonttrations

having renounced his Rehigion-in 
Turkey, the Peace was juſt upon the 
point-of 'being broken between the 
Chriſtians and the Turks. 

For the Bayliff of the Mores, 
touched ro the-quick at What "had 
befall'n his Page, took a firange 
reſohution to recover -him ; he: Sal- 
lies -out of ' the Caſlle with | ſome 
Soldiers, and entring/ into: Lycaa, 
he- takes, by way of Repriſal,- two 
young Turks; Sonsof the moſt con- 
ſiderable perſon inthe Countrey, 
notwithſtanding the refiſtance made 
'by their Father, whom he'{lew-with 
his -own' hand. So violent an a& 
feemed to the Barbarians a viſible 
breach of the Pedce.' They take 
Arms, and march direHy ro the 
Caſtle of Sr. Peter, ' whether 'the; 
Bayliff of the Morea was retired 
with his Prey: The Sulran Z2/4br, 
.- the Grand Seignior's Son, and Go- 
vernour of Lyc:a, fent an Agent to 
Rhodes, to complain-of 'the Attempt 
made by the. Knights of the Ca- 
{tle of St. Peter. The na 
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a&t: was. neither prudent nor: juſt, 
ſo. that.iths. Grand *Maſter. could nor 
but, with ſorrow, very much. refenr 
it: and he had nor/ſtuck a moment 
to have delivered both the Children 
back again, but: that one' of them 
teſtified  an:inchination to turn Chri- 
ſtian. "But rhe. young. Turk decla- 
ring, that-hewas refolved. to. conti; 
nue a Muſſulman, and' hated the 
very thoughr- of Chriſtianity, the 
Governour ' of Zyc:ai was ſatisfied 
with the reſtoration of the two Pri- 
ſoners, © 17/0 ta 
- Thus was the Tranquility of the 
Province re-ſetled, :nor. had the Sub- 
jets any-thing 'more to fear, bur 
onely the--Rapines> of certain Pirats 
that infeſted their Coafts;' the moſt 
famous-was- Don Diego Ordonna,” a 
Spaniard by Nation, a'perſon bold 
and daring, of a ſavage humour, 
and a beſtial valour, more barbarous 
than the Infidels, cruiſing all Coafls 
with an Armed Caravel, and acknow- 
kdging no Right but' Force, nor any 
God bur Intereft. ' He had taken a

- Not allow a;Cafil:an, Pirate: ro be 


fo vexatious/to. the Chriſtians ; he 
ſent . againſt 'him the 'Knight Ray- 
mond Thivian with his Galley, and 
another Man of War, with a Crew 
of ſtout: Knights:; who coming up 
with this Pirate, pli'd him fo warm- 
ly, that he was conſtrained-to yield, 
after /a- vigorous reſiſtance ;he 


was brought to:Rþodes chain'd hand 


3nd foot, - ind: afterwards broken 
alive upon - the Wheel ; his Goods, 
that were Confiſcated to: the. Grand 
Maſter, were, by his order, diſtribu- 
ted to the Merchants that-he roþ'd.- 
The Iſland | of Zango'was, about 
this time affiited with ſeveral ca: 
lamitics together; a horrible 00g 
uy - 
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ſudden Earthquake, -that: laſted! for 
ſeveral days, threw down moſt parr 
of the. bouſes in the Countrey of 
Naranga; and what .was more 
lmentable, this calamity hap- 
pen'd\in a_ time, that a dreadful 
Contagion -over-ſpread the Iſland. 
It is not to be imagin'd how much. 
the Grand Maſter was afflicted for 
the miſeries of rheſe poor people, 
nor how: great his cares were for 
their relief. Heſent two great Velſ- 
ſels, laden with all neceſſaries, for 
their ſupporr, and cauſed the-Lake 
of N2range to be ſpecdily cleanſed, 
and. the Tyde ro be ler into it, ro 
carry away. the noiſome Vapours 
that might corrupt the air. And ſo 
well his pains ſucceeded, that the 
Contagion ceas'd ſo ſoon as the Lak 

was cleanſed, 

. But theſe employments at home, 
did not make the Grand Maſter for- 
cet his affairs abroad : He continu- 
ally ſollicited the Pope to pacific 
Taly; and he beſought him' itill ro 
conciude, with all rhe ſpeed thar 
might be, a League —_— = | 
| ri- 
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Chriſtian Princes, Bur all cheſe ſolli: 
cirations and prayers took no effe. 
Tonocent died of a ſudden, and all 
thoſe hopes that all good men had 
conceived died: with him. The ad- 
vancement of Roderic Borgia, by 
the name of Alexander the Sixth, 
lictle avail'd to comfort the Grand 
Maſter for: the loſs which the Church 
had received, The himour of the 
new Pope /promiſed little good to 
Chriſtendom ; 'for there was little 
good to be. expeted from'a perſon; 
who had purchafed the. Suffrages'of 
the Cardinals ro enjoy a place, of 
which he knew himſelf anworthy. 
He had been Protector of the Or- 
der of .St. John of Jeruſalem while 
he was Cardinal, and by; a Brit 
which he ſenr-ro the Grand Maſter, 
he declar'd, Thar the Knights tf 
Rhodes ſhould ſtill be in. his moſt 
favourable thoughts. Bur the Ef WU / 
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 fets were'no way anſwerable to his aq 
words. + Alexander firſt ſhewed his I 
Pontifical Authority, by taking, into h 
his own pofleflion the' Perſon of a 


Pririce' Zi#738, contrary to the Agree- 
1M ment 


ment. made between Innocent . and 
the Knights. He ſhut up the Sultan 
the Caſtle of St. Angelo, and dil- 
miſſing the Knights who had always 
been about him, put. him into the 
poſſeſſion of his Nephews, of which 
one was a Knight of Rhoges, His 
pretence was, that a lite ſo pretious. 
as that of th2 Prince, would be lefs« 
expoſed to the Ambuſcado's of his 
Enemies in a ſtrong place; and thar 
one Knight of Rhodes being near 
him, the reſt were needleſs in a 
place that did defend it felf : and 
theſe Excuſes he fent by an Expreſs 
tothe Grand Maſter. Bur the true 
motive that induc'd the Pope-to this 
at, was, becauſe that underſtanding 
the King of France was preparing 
for an Expedition , into Italy, he 
would have wherewithall ro croſs 
or promote his —_— as he ſhould 
 udge-molt proper tor his Intereſts. 
For Charles the VIII. did not onely 
| intend the Conqueſt of Naples; for 
Fame every where reported, that 
he was reſolved to have carried his 
Arms into: Greece. . Whether this

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defign were onely in thought, of 


actually intended, I will nor diſpute; 
but certain it is, that he commu- 
nicated it . to the Grand Prior 
Blanchefort, whom. the Afﬀairs of

£izim was extremely. difpleas'd

As they had always great refpedt 


tor him, and, in ſerving him, had ai- 
ways fought ro make his condition 
more pleaſant; he loy'd them ten- 
derly, and could not chuſe bur ſhed 
rears when he took his leave of 


them. He did for them all that lay. 


in the power of his Fortune; he 
wrote to the Grand Maſter in their 
bebalf, repreſenting ro him the va- 
lue of their ſervices, and ng

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him, that what ever favours he be- 
flowed upon, them, he would put 
upon his own account, as done to 
himſelf, He beſought him likewiſe 
hot to. abandon an unfortunate. per- 
ſon, who ow d his life to him, and 
ſrom whom he. could only hope 
for a change. of his condition, 

In the mean while, Charles the 
8h, paſs d the Mountains at the 
head of all the Gallantry and Stout- 
neſs in his Kingdom; and having 
croſs'd, like a Victor, the .halt of 
lraly, he march.d on, and preſented. 
himſelf before ome. The Pope, of 
whom he only demanded pallage 
through his Countrey, was afraid 
(ſt, under that prerence, he. ſhould 
make himſelf Maſter of the City 3 
but the preſence or {o great an Ar- 
my would not permit him to liſten 
to his fear, he granted what he 
could not refuſe. And though the 
King, by a publick Munifeſto, de- 
clar'd, that he only came ro Rome 
to accompliſh a Vow that he had 
made, and that he only wetit. to 
Naples int his way tO Conſtantinople; 
| fr. & _ 
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yet he gave no credit tohis words, 
For Alexander, who had no kind 
neſs at all for the F-ench, and hac 
diſoblig'd them upon ſeveral occa 
| ſions, eaſily imagin'd, according ti 
his Principles, that they would no 
loſe ſo fair an opportunity to re 
venge themſelves. But as he had; 
nimble' craft, he ſought always t 
give them ſatisfaQtion, and conde 
ſcended ro what-ever they defird 


He gave the young Conquerour thelfi 


Inveſtiture of both Jzcz/zes, anc 
Crown'd him Emperour of Conftay 
zinople. Beſides that, he deliverd 


into his hands Sultan Z7=:719, whom 


the King had chiefly requeſted, ou 
of a deſign to purſue his Conqueſt 
into the Eaſt, 'after he had maſlterd 
Naples. The Ottoman Prince was 
furrender'd ro the French. by a fo- 
lemn Act, and with a publick Ce 
remony , where Alexander and 
Charles were preſent. He ſaluted 
Charles after fach a manner, as net- 
ther beſpake him a Barbarian nor 2 
Priſoner, After he had kiſs'd his 
Shoulder and his Hand, with a lofty 
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« MWhir, he :told rhe King; That he 
indWhop'd the French would, in his per- 
haWſon, conſider the Orromn Race; and 
added,” that. when they ſhould croſs. 
over into Greece, he ſhould- find a 
way to. acknowledge their Civili- 
ties. Charles was raviſh'd with ad- 
[miration.of the Great Soul which he 
faw in the Sultan, and treated him 
with ſo much Courteſie and Gene- 
rofity, that £72em teſtifi'd his joy 
AM for being fall'n into the hands of fo 
generous a Monarch, |

Thus ended the life of Z72im, an ll 
unfortunate Prince, and yet more i|- 
luſtrious by his Misfortunes then by 
his Birth. Some think he dy a 
Chriſtian, and that he was Baptiz'd 
at Rome before the dearth of  Inno- 
cent the $/h. Bur thoſe Authors, £U 
who have ſpoken molt of this Prince, I” 
ſay nothing of his Converſion; which Þ : 
makes me believe, that, to aggravate ſz: 
his misfortunes, he dy'd a' Mahume- th 
Fan, 
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He Grand Maſter, who ropk 
[hf 'heavity the news of Z;- 

s Captivity, could ' not receive 
the news of his death without in- 
Genation and horrour; and he 
found himſelf laden with all the 
griefthar a'man could have, for the q; 
teath of a perſon ſo extremely dear 
Aa 3 0 
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to him. -But when the Intereſt of 
Chriſtianity intermix'd . with tha 
tenderneſs, all his Fortitude wasfſſ 
little enough to ſupport him fron 
being wholly depreitt by an accident 

fo Tragical., He ador'd the prof 

found wiſdom cf God, that would 
nor ſuffer the Chriſtians to reap 
any advantage from the perſon 
the Ortoman Prince, and permitted 
them, who had moſt interett to pre: 
ſerve him, to be his deſtroyers. But 
he admired as well rhe condu@Q of 
Providenee, that would not givethe 
Infidel liberty to gain any benefit by 
his death; bur to unhinge all their 
deſigns, gave Victory , to the Tri- 
umphant Arms of France in Italy. 

. Ferdinand King of Naples being 
dead of an Apoplexy, after \Maiths- 
as Corvin, King of 'Hungary, and 
Pope Innocent the Eighth, : who both 
died of the ſame diſeaſe ;- Alfonſo, 
a wicked Prince, hated by. the No- 
bility and People, fucceeded his Fa- 
ther; bur terrifid by the rapid 
march of the French, and fearing 
beſides the dire 'cffets of publick 

Rage, 
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Rage, he left his Crown to his Son. 
MW Ferdinand, and retir'd inro Szc/ly. 
The new King alſo follow'd therex- 
if ample of Afonſo ; and after he had 

awhile diſputed with the French 
the Avenues of the Kingdom, aban- 
don'd it quite z. .ſo that the .King of 
France made: himſelf:Maſter of the 
Capital Cities: without ftriking one 
froke. All. Turky trembled at the 
progreſs of. the French Army, and the 
terrour -was ſo great at Conſtants- 
nope, that the Prieſts of the Mabu- 
metan Religion publickly- cri'd our, 
That the Turk;/þ Empire was loft 
without redemption. 

Now before the Forces, appointed 
. forthe Expedition of [7aly ſer our 
ing of France, Charles the $74. had ſent 
hi-Y'to Rhodes the Grand Prior Blanche- 
nd fort, ro defire the Grand Matter to 
xþb = meer him at Rowe. He alſo dif- 
ſo, patch'd away to him the Com- 
[0- © mander of Angers with very urgent 
4-© Letters, 'ſo ſoon as he had crofs'd the. 
id Mountains. More then this, as he 
earneſtly deſir d this Enterview , 
though whether to be traly inſtru- 
Aa 4 &ed 
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ed as to rhe defign. he had upon 
the Levant, or to dazle the World, 
that it ſhould not be-known which 
.way he: bended, is - uncertain ; he 
deſir'd the Pope to write to the 
Grand Maſter, and ' wrote to him 
alſo with his'own hand: ' And in- 
deed his' Letter was the: moſt ciyil 
and engaging in the world : For 

after that he:-had declar 9, that he 
could nor live. withour his counſel, 
nor enterprize any thing. upon the 
Levant: bur-:under his:.Condud, 
he: cofjur'd.. him 'to_ haſten his 
Voyage, for the rcafons which he 
had declar'd to the-: Grand Prior 
Blanchefort his Nephew, to whom 
he had - open d his mind as to a 
Knight of great prudence, and of 
abfojute experience. 

This Lerter coming to Rhodes 


before the Grand Prior, whom ſtreſs

That he could not bur highly ap- 
plaud his.

/ The King,out'of his impatience to 
ſee. the Grand Maſter Jin | Haly, 
wrote him, a ſecond Letter: fo ſoon 
as he was enter'd Naples, He allo. 
defir'd Cardinal :Briconset, and Car- 


_ dinal de Garce, who accompani'd 


him, and to whom the Pope. had 
given Capsat his inſtance, to: write 
both of - chem to the [fame effe. 
Fhe firſt - only *exhorted. him: in ge- 
neral terms, not ro deny that. which 
was requeſted of him with fo much 
ardency. .'The' 'fecond, who had. 
more zeal, went more home to the 
buſineſs, and after he had given 
him an account of all that had 
| paſs'd 
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paſs'd in. the Kingdom of Naples, 
deſir'd him that he would conde- 
' ſcend to be a Tutor to a. young Con- 
querour, who was wholly inrent up- 
 .on the delivery of Greece, and 
whoſe hopes depended upon the 
Counſels of a Captain ſo experi- 
enc'd, and: ſo formidable to the 
Enemies of the Faith. He added, 
Thar in that little time that ſo glo- 
rious an Enterpriſe was delay'd, the 
opportunity was in danger to be 
loſt. That it was to be fear'd, leſt 
the debaucheries that uſually atrend 
upon great Conqueſts, might-corrupt 
the Courages of the French Sol- 
diers; That the ſins of Vidtors 
might draw upon them the malc- 
diction of Heaven; That the Ene- 
mies of France. ſow'd jealoufies in 
the minds of the Princes of 1taly, 
to engage them to croſs the deſigns 
of Charles; and thar all preparati- 
ons were. making to. form a League 
againſt him. That ſeveral, under 
the pretence of the good of his 
Kingdom, advis'd him to return in- 


to France, before he enter'd upon 
| the 
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the Holy War. The Cardinal art laſt 
concluded, That the ſole preſence 
of the Grand Maſter was enough to 
ſtay the King, and to aſcertain the 
| Expedition ihto the Levant. 
. But the Letters of the Cardinals 
did not work that effect which they 
expected. The Grand Maſter was 
confirm'd by their own reaſons, that 
the Expedition which they projected 
e | againſt the Tur#s, was not” an En- 


e terpriſe that had any ſolid ground : 
t he was a little diſtruſtful of the in- 
d conſtancy of the French, and the 
[ Youth of the Conqueror, Beſides, 
- |F he underſtood, that the League 
5s | againſt France was almoſt come to 


a period, and that the Pope, the 
the Venetians, the Emperor, and the 
| King of Spain bad all entred into it. 
He had alſo news at the ſame time, 
| that the Turks, enrag d at the death 
of Z:zim, were ſetting forth a con- 
ſiderable Fleer, and that the Tem- 
peſt threatned the Iſlands of the 
Order, with whom they had now 
no more occaſion to deal ſo warily, 
So that his Voyage into 1zaly ap- 
pearing 
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pearing uſeleſs, and his preſence be- 
ing neceſſary in the Eaſt, he thoughr 
it ſufficient' to congratulate Charles 
the $:h. for his Conqueſt of Naples, 
and to flatter him with that of Con- 


ſtantinople ; alluring him, that a 


Prince ſo valiant and ſo fortunate- as 
he, had need of no other Conductors 
then his own Courage and Fortune 
co bring the greateſt Enterpriſes to 
paſs: That the Knights were over- . 
joy'd to ſee him ſo advantagiouſly 
ſeated for a beyond-Sea Invaſion: 
and concluding his Letter, Thar ke 
had not yet heard from the Grand 
Prior Blinchefort, whom he either 
thoughtto be caſt away, or taken by 
the. Pirates. 

The event ſhew'd, that the Grand 
Matter had no ſuch reaſon to be ha- 
ſty in his Voyage. For Charles the 
8:4. himſclf ſpcedilyon- a ſudden 
leaves Naples, and bends his march 
forFrance. Whether it were, that that 
reſtleſneſs which is natural to the 
French caus'd him to quit what he 
had Conquer'd,or whether all Europe 
Leagu'd apainſt him, occafion'd his

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retreat... However, there was no dif- 
courſe aiter thar, either of any 1ix- 


 pedition beyond-Sca, or of any Con- 


queſt of Conſtantinople. 

At the time that Charles abſo- 
Jutely laid aſide all thoughts of the 
Holy War, Maximilian began to 
lot it in his mind, either our of a 
real Zeal, or an Envious Emulation 
toreproach the French in ſome ſort, 
thar they had not done what they 
boaſted to do againſt the 7a, 
However, he did nat think ir conye- 
nient to do any thing without ad- 
viſing with the Grand Maſter - To 
which purpoſe he ſent unto him 
Ralph. of Wittenbergh, Knight of 
Rhodes, and Grand. Prior of Germa- 
iy, This new Ambaſlador declar'd 
ata publick Audience, That Max:- 
milian having relolv'd to turn all 
the Force of the Empire againſt the 
common Enemy, he durſt not ven- 
ture to proceed, tillhe had conſulr- 
ed before-hand the Cardinal Grand 
Maſter, the Oracle of the Chriſtian 
Princes, 'the Terror of the Infidels, 


and Glory of the Eaſt : _——_ 
a= 
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defir'd private Ties of Union, and an 
entire correſpodence with him, to 
the end he might follow his direQi- 
ons in all things, which he defir'd 
him not to retuſe to thoſe that re- 
queſted them ſincerely. 
The Grand Maſter made anſwer 
publickly, Thar he was highly 
oblig?d to the Emperour for his 
Reliance and Eſteem ; but that he 
did not deſerve thofe ſplendid Ti- 
tles with which his Imperial Majeſty 
had honour'd him; and that though 
the Order had ſignaliz'd themſelves 
againſt the Infidels for ſome years 
ſince, thoſe happy Succeſſes were 
to be attributed ro the valour of the 
Knights, and the Proteftion of Hea- 
ven. After which, in a diſcourſe in 
private with the Ambaſſador, helaid 
open to him all the inſight which he 
had into the Holy War, what En- 
terprifes were to be "undertaken 
againſt the Turk either by Sea or 
Land, and which were the moſt pro- 
bable ways to ſucceed. 

The wrongs and damages which 


the Turks at that time did to rhe 
Vellels 
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' Veſſels of the Order, did not a little 


help to heat the Grand Maſter, and 


_ cauſe him to cloſe with the deſigns 


of the Emperor, Several Infidels 
that inhabited the Coaſts of Zycza, 
neareſt ro Rhodes, put to Sea every 


. day, and pretending themſclyes to 


be Pirats, pillag'd the Hles of .the 


. Order; they alſo made inrodes into 


Caria, and brav'd the Knights even 
to the very Gates of the Caſtle of 
St. Peter. The Grand Maſter ſends 
out certain Veſſels againſt theſe pre- 
tended Pirats, of which, ſome were 
taken, and puniſh'd to the utmoſt of 
their deſerts. But rheſe diſorders 
continuing, he writes tothe Port, to 
know whether the Grand Seignior 


- authoriſed theſe violences or no. 


The Pirats intercept the Letters, and 
kill the Bearers. The Grand Maſter 
being advertiz'd thereof, ſought a 
more ſure way to write to Bajazer, 
and did it with all the fierceneſs that 
a juſt reſentment could inſpire him 
with. . Now though Zajazet were, 
as we ſaid before, exaſperated in his 
heart againſt the Knights, —

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little value for them fifice the death 
of his Brother ; yet he was ſlill un- 
willing to diſplay his tury : Sq that 
he order'd: the Beglerber of Anato- 
Ha feverely to punith the Criminals, 
He alſo ſent ro Khbodes a Prudent. 
and Intelligent Perſon, to examine 
the Loſſes which the Rhodzans had 
fuſtain'd, and to aſlure them, in the 
name of his Highneſs, that all ſhould 
be reſtor'd with Intereſt. 

While the: Grand © Seignior la- 
bow'd in this manner to ſatisfie rhe 
Grand Maſter, ſome of the Rhod;- 
29s, interreited in the Goods which 
the Pirats had raken, ſecretly ſer 
forth ſome Veſle]s, and cxercis'd 
ſeveral acts of Hoitility upon the 
Coalt of Z.ycia, piliaging Villages, 
raking Ships, and carrying away the 
| ery perſons of the Turks. When 
the Grand Maſter was -inform'd of 
ir, he would nor {tay till the Zeg- 
lerbe: complain'd; he causd the 
chict in the Enterprize to be Ar-

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The noiſe of War' inflam'd ſome 
of the Knights, and, amongſt others, 
the Grand, Prior B/anchefort, whom 
the affairs of the Order derain'd in 
France during the Siege of Rhodes: 
And therefore to fſatisfie the ex- 
rreme defire he had ro meet with 
the Infidels, he deſir'd leave to go 
and ſerve the Venei:ans. The Grand 
- Maſter, who, before he ' broke with 

the Turk, was deſirous to ſee the 
ſucceſs of the War with -Venzice, he- 
fitated at firſt upon the propoſal of 
his Nephew'; but the bus'nefs be- 
ing deliberated 'in Conncil, it was 
order'd, that the Grand Prior ſhould 
have his liberty, bur that he ſhould 
not take along with him above thir- 
ty Knights at moſt.

them, he kept in pay four Galleys, 
which his Nephew brought along 
with him from Provence; and hav- 
ing re-inforc'd them with Knights 
and Souldiers, he commanded them 
to cruiſe about the Hlands ; wherein 
he did two good acts at one time : 


for he preſery'd the Iſlands from 


Pirats,- and empti'd rhe City of a 
great number of People, which might 


have been ſwept away by the Pelti- 


lence. 


Lewis the XII. who made him-' 


ſe]lt Maſter of the Datchy of Mz/ar, 
while.the Turks took Lepanto, and 
who had a deſign to re-conquer the 
Kingdom of Naples, out of which 
the French had beendriv'n, thought 
himſelf oblig'd to aſſift che Vener:ans 
in the low Ebb of their Affairs : _ 
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he was perſwaded he could not do 
it, unleſs he ated by conſent with 
the Grand Maſter, For that reaſon 
heſent tro him rwo Heralds at Arms, 
 whocarri'd a Letter alſo to the Porr, 
to the end that by his means they

So ſoon as the Heralds came to 
Rhodes, the Grand Maſter, who had 
made no open; Breach with the 
Turks, wrote to Conſtantinople for 
Letters of fake Conduct.

Eſarcho Centurino, a man of good 
judgment, and one of the principal 
Inhabirants of Rhodes, departed 
along wirh them, carrying a Letter 
of Credence, to beſeech rhe Grand 
Signior not to detain the Heralds 
lone, and ro make ſome ſmall Com- 
plement ro his Highneſs as ro the 
War which he- made againſt the

Afﬀairs he had in 1taly, he was ſet- 
ting forth a Navy Royal, and that 
knowing his Prudence and long Ex- 


perience in the Wars againſt the 
Turk, he: had order'd his Admiral, 


- Philip de Cleves Ruvesteine, to fol- 


low his Counſels in all things, and to 

Ac by his InſtruQtions. y 
The Praiſes and Applauſes which 
the Popg and the King of France 
gave him, did but re-double the zeal 
and diligence of the Grand Maſter : 
So that being now acknowledg'd 
the Captain of ſuch a ſamous Un- 
terprize, his whole ſtudy was, how 
to bring it to good iſſue, The Sum- 
mer being now paſt, and no Princes 
Fleer appearing ; or it they had ap- 
_ the Seaſon being now paſt 
or any conſiderable Action, his firſt 
conſideration was to ſettle a Bank 
for the paiment of ſuch Forces as 
ſhould arrive, that they might nor 
think of returning for want of 
Money. For he knew well, that - 
onely Money could keep Souldiers 
together idle in the Levant, To 
Cc 4 this 
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this purpoſe he ſent to the Pope and 
\ the King of France intelligent 
Knights, ro ler them underſtand, thar 
without that precaution, there was 
nothing to be done againſt the 
Turk, Thar if the Souldiers of the 
League came not forthwirh, they 
would not be in a condition for 
ation the next Seaſon; and that, 
if being once arriv d, they ſhould re- 
turn for want of ſubſiſtence, the 
common Enemy would take advan- 
' rage of their Retreat. He let them 
further know, That while the Forces 
of the Confederate Princes attack'd 
the Turk by Sea, it was neceſlary 
that the King of Hungary ſhould 
aſſail him by Land to make a di- 
verſion. 

Bur in regard the ſafery of Chri- 
ſtendom, in ſome meaſure, depend- 
ed upon the ſafery of Rhodes, he 
was of opinion, that the Ships be- 
longing to the Order ſhou!d not 
diſtance themſelves any farther then 
Cape Malio. He alſo thought it ne- 
ceſlary, that the Fleet of the Con- 
federate Princes ſhould not come 
ro 
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to Rhodes, to ſpare them the labour 
of returning back ro the Morea, 
and Rhodes the inconvenience of 
| being eaten out by ſo many people. 
Upon which conſideration it was re- 
ſolv'd to ſend before ro Raveſtery, 
'to defire him to ſtay at Cape St. 
Angelo, there to attend till the Ma- 
fler came himſelf to bring them into 
ſome good Harbour. bz 

Raveſtein was already entred in- 
tothe Archepelago, and fteer'd di- 
rely to the IHland of Merelzn, to 
ſgnalize himſelf immediately by 
ſome notable ation. Bur in regard 
he hated Dependency, and was co- 
yetous of all the Honour to himſelf, 
ſo far was he from following the 
Orders of the Grand Maſter, that 
not vouchſafing ro follow his Coun- 
fel, he onely ſent to invite him to 
come and joyn with him. Howeve 
though this ſeem'd a very difoblig! 
ing at of RavesSFern, yet the Grand 
Maſter more reſented the ill-riming 
of rhe Enterprize, then the ill-be- 
haviour of Raveſtein, knowing well 
it was contrary to the King's _ 
ure, 
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fare, and that the wills of Princes 
are uſually ill obey'd, when thoſe 
that are employ'd take upon them 
to follow their own inclinations. And 
indeed this Bad beginning of the 
League, created an ill opinion of the 
Event. Nor did the ſlowneſs of the 
Pope leſs trouble him, then the for: 
wardneſs of the French, The fifteen 
Galleys that were to appear with 
the firſt, were not to be heard of; 
neither was there any news of the 
Biſhop of 7:zv0/;, who had order to 

conduct them. 6 
How . zealous ſoever the Grand 
Maſter was to advance the Afﬀairs 
of the Croiſade, he could not deter- 
mine with himſelf ro joyn with the 
French before the arrival of the 
Pope's Fleer. He conſider'd, that 
having no Inſtructions from his 
olineſs touching the Duties of 
his Office, it behov'd him not 
to begin the Exerciſe of it, He 
confſider'd alſo, that in difficulties 
which might happen, the other Ca- 
ptains would be. ſubjeft to diſpute 
his power, when they found the 
| Galleys 
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Galleys of his Holineſs abſent. To. 
avoid all theſe inconveniences, he 
preſs'd the Pope to keep his word, 
repreſenting to him with an” extra- 
ordinary reſpe&t and zeal mix'd 
together, that his Holineſs being the 


| Chief, and Soul of the Enterpriſe, 


there was nothing to be done with- 
out him- That rhe Fleets of the 
Chriſtian Princes would come in 
vain into the Levant, if he did nor 
appear in the head of them, Thar as 


for his part, he defir'd onely to ac- 


quir himſelf of the Charge where- 
with he had been pleas'd to honour 
him, as having all his life-time one- 
ly ſoughr a fair opportunity to ruine 
the Mahumetan Puillance. 
Raveſtein, who had unadviſedly 
engag d himſelf in the Siege of Me- 
telin, and began to ſee his fault, en- 


 deavour'd all he could to re-fix him- 


ſelf in the good opinion ofthe Grand 
Maſter, and to oblige him to come 
to his relief: He ſent tro him by the 
Knight Je Gavaſion, who was come 
to him on the behalf of the Order, 


that the Venetzans having drawn 


him 
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| him to Metel/imne before the arrival 
of the Knight, he could: not avoid 
beſieging the Ciry., That at firſt he 
had raisd a Battery, which had no 
ſucceſs, as being planted againſt the 
ſtrongeſt part of the Wall ; bur that 
having chang d his Battery, the Ca: 
non wrought wonders ; but that he 
could not determine with himſelf 
to make a general Onſer without 
him ; believing withall, that the 
Event of the Storm would not 
prove ſucceſsfuij, urileſs the Knights 
of Rhodes had their ſhare, That the 
Venetians had thirty Galleys before 
Meteline, not counting his. That 
for the Popes Galleys, they were nor 
to be expected ; nor did he know 
where his Holineſs ſhould have fit- 
teen; for that being at Naples, he 
knew he had but two, which the 
Dake : of Valentinois made uſe of 
apainſt rhe Prince of P;omb:ino; and 
that he 'could not learn that he had 
made any Preparations againſt the 
Turk ; concluding at laſt, that he 
acknowledg'd the Grand Maſter for 


General of the Chriſtian Fleer, and 
that 
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that he would not proceed any more 
without his Orders. 

The Grand Maſter hearing no 
news of the Pope's fifteen Galleys, 
and not enduring that any thing 
ſhould be acted againſt the Tyrs, 

- wherein he had not his ſhare, re- 
ſoly'd toſacrifice his Refentments to 
his Honour, and the Intereſts of the 
Church. He thought himſelf oblig'd 
alſo, for the Reputation of the Arms 
of France, not to deſert Raveſtezn, 
what ever reaſon he had to be diſ- 
pleas'd with him. Therefore that he 
might at with Honour, beſides the 
four Galleys and four Barks which 
he was to ſet forth by the Articles 
of the League, he reſolv'd . ro take 
along with him the Great Ship be- 
longing to the Order, twelve great 
Galliots, ſeveral Brigantines, ſeveral 
Foiſts, with ſome 1:a/:a% and Catalo- 
1:1 Veſſels which he had hir'd. 

At his departure, he. left very 
Food Orders behind him ; for hay- 
ing declar'd the Grand Commander 
Coſſa his Lieutenant to govern with 
the Council, he preſcrib'd him every 

week 
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week to give panes Audience tg 
the People: and in caſe any of, the 
Knights ſhould withſtand him, to 
proceed againſt them according to 
the Forms and Rigour of the Sta- 
 rutes.- The management of the 
Treaſure, for a time, he committed 
to the care of the Admiral; 
and particularly charg'd the Grand 
Marthal ro be exaQ in doing Jultice 


to the Knights. 
For the ſecurity of Rhodes, he 


gave order, that Guards ſhould be 
kept in all the Poſts of the Lan- 
guages, as if the place were Beſieg'd; 


and he himſelf nam'd ſuch and ſuch 
Knights to ride their Rounds about 
the Iſland, to hinder the Landing of 
the Barbarians. 
The Council, in requita], to ſhew 
the particular eſteem which they 
had for the Grand Maſter, order'd, 
That all the Knights that accom- 
pani'd him ſhould enjoy the privi- 
ledges of Reſidence, as it preſent at 
Rhodes: Thar all EleRions of Pri- 
ors and Bailiffs ſhould ſurceaſe in 


his abſence, thathe might deliberate | 
upon | 
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upon ſuch Affairs as ſhould preſent 
themſelves, and that his Decrees 
ſhould be of the ſame force and au- 
thority,as if. iſſu'd out of his Palace : 
and thart in regard a great number of 


| Knights: were to attend the Grand 
© Maſter, it was ordain'd, that after 


their departure, no Knight ſhould 
ſtir out of the Ifland, but upon the 
urgent affairs of the Order. | 
Things being thus ſetled , and 
twelve Veſſels of the Fleer being 
gone before to ſtay for the Knights 
at Zango, the Grand Maſter em- 
bark 'd the 2r of November, attend- 
ed to the Sea by a great throng of 
People, who could not bur ler fall 
tears at his departure, eſpecially 
when they ſaw him threaten d by a 
riſing Tempeſt ere he was out of 
ſighr. TY 
His impatience to beat the aſſaulr 
of Meteline, caus'd him to make all 
the haſte imaginable. Scarcely had 
he reach'd Zango, when the Knight 
Baldovin, whom he had ſent be- 
fore to advertize the French and Ve- 


 netians of, his coming, brought him 


news 
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- news that the Siege was rais'd ; at 


the ſame time delivering him Letters 
from RaveFffern and Peſaro. Ra: 


wveſtein ſignifiid to him in a few 


words, That the Siege of Meteline 
being an Enterpriſe much more dit- 
ficulr, then .it had ſeem'd to be to 
men of very good judgment, he 
thought fir to leave it off: That the 
Seaſon being far ſpent, his care was 
how to be gone before it grew 


worſe, which would be in two diys 


at fartheſt, with his good leave. 
The Letter from Peſarowas larger, 
and more rational ; the effe& where- 
of was, That whereas Raveſte;n 
| had undertaken the Siege without 
adviſing with the Veretzans, he had 
alſo rais'd it of his own head : That 
it was no wonder, that an Enterpriſe 
ſo ill manag'd ſhould have no better 
ſucceſs. That the French preparing 
for home, there was no likelihood 
that the Venet;zans ſhould ſtay at 
Meteline. That they were making

Bur believing that the 
return of the Frexch Feet would do 
more harm to the Afﬀairs of the 
League, then the raiſing of the 
Siege, hediſparch'd away. a Foilt to 
Nax:i, by ' which the French were 
to paſs, deſiring Raveſtezy not to 
return till 'they had diſcours'd to- 
gether, He ſent another to Jrzo, to 
delire the Venetians to. meer him ar. 
Naxi, and to let them know, that 
he had made great Preparations for 
their aſſiſtance; that he had lefr 
| | Dd Rhodes 
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«Rhodes in a bad Seaſon, and almoſt 
contrary to the advice of his Coun. 
cil : That the misfortune of Metre. 
line was not paſt recovery , and 
that they might return- to the Siege 
with more ſucceſs, provided thei 
French had nor loſt their courage if 
He deſired Peſaro to ſiay Raves ſl 
ſtein, at what rate ſoever, if they 
were yet together, or earneſtly to 
write to him, if they were parted, 
The Rhodzan Fleet ſet fail from 
Lango preſently - after the Foills, 
and, in ſpight of contrary Winds, 
arriv'd at length before Naxi, Put 
Ravenſteins impatience to quit the 
Levant, would not permit him to 
ſtay for the Knights, He ſer fail 
preciſely two days after he had 
wrote to the Grand Maſter, accor: 
ding to the purport of his Letter, 
the Prayers of the Venetians, the 
Honour of F-axce, nor his own, be: 
ing able ro ſtop him. |

Arqduel, That order of the King of 
Perfir was not ſo ſecret, bur Iſhmael 
had notice of it. Upon which, he 
fled rownrds the Caſpian Sea, to a 
Prince that was one of his Friends, 
and there immediately made a pub- 
like Profeſſion of what his Father 
'had taught him. His comely Pre: 
ſence and his Eloquence, ſoon begat 
him a high eſteem among thofe Bar- 
barous Nations, even to be regarded 
as a kind of Deiry ; fer which rea- 
ſon they gave him the name of Ju- 
pFz, or Wiſe. He dextroully kept 
up ſo fair a Reputation, and believ- 
ing it Jawtul! tor -him to do any 
thing 10 obtain a Crown, he got the 
King of Per/ia to be put to death, 


by 
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by the very means of the Queen 
her ſelf, who hated her Husband, 
and lov'd Thmael. After the death 
of Jacup, Iſhmael return'd into Per- 
fa, with a great number of his fol- 
lowers, who lookt upon him as a 
Prophet ſent by God : The moſt 
part of the Perſians rook his part, 
Jo that having got together a good 
Army, he march'd againſt Avant, 
who had tak n poſleſſion of the 
Throne, as being the eldeſt Son of 
Jacup. The new King was dtiv'n 
firit trom his City, then defeated in 
a great Bartel, and flain by 1/hmael's 
own hand. This fatal news quite 
dmpt the courage of Alvant's 
Brother, whoſe name was Maraca- 
tam, and lay at Babylon wirh a nu- 
merous Army. So that in ſtead of 
marching. againſt 1h mael, he fled 
to the Mountains, and abandon'd_ 
the Throne that belong'd ro him to 
fave his life. Thus the Uſurper be- 
came the Maſter ; and though all 
the Kingdom had not yet ſubmitted 
tohis Sceptre, he caus'd himſelf ro 
be call'd King of Perſia. | 

Dd 4 Theſe 
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Theſe Revolutions appear'd ng 
way favourable ro the King of Huy 
gary, nor to the intentions of the 
Grand Maſter. There was no pro- 
bability that ]/;mie/ Sophi would 
_ engage in the Aﬀairs of the League, 
while Per/iz2 was not ver at Peace 
within it felf, and all thoſe acci- 
dents . were ſtill ro be fear'd that 
might ruine a new Dominion, un- 
Juit and unſerl'd ; beſides, that the 
Succeſſes of 1/hmael naturally bred 
ſuſpirions in the King of Carama- 
#71s breaſt. Which reaſons would 
not permit him to enterprize againſt 
the Turks, when he had enough to 
do to ſecure himſelf ar home. Nor 
was the Soldan of Ez 1p! in a bet- 
rer condition to favour rhe Princes 
of the Croiſade; for beſides that 
he was embroil'd in the Domelſtick 
Piſſentions of his own Court, he 
fear'd the victorious Arms of T1þ- 
9 1el, who. by the advicegiv 'n him 
by Anuli Turcmim, threaten'd to 
b-gin his Concuef:s with thoſe -of 
Syr:74 and FE: 4pt, when' he had 
{crl'd himſelf in Per/ia. "4

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leſs, when the Grand Maſter better 
coniider'd, he bethought himſelf, 
that the Troubles 'of terfaa would 
be '0 way difſadvantagious to the 
En:crprize-of the Chriſtians; for 
that the Tv 4 alarm'd with the Suc- 
ceſs of his Victorious Neighbour 
and Enemy, would be obligd to 


| keep very numerous Armies upon 


the Fronteers of Tur{y; and thar 
being thereby much weaken'd, he 
might be the eaſter vanquiſhd at 
home. 


The noiſe of the League no leſs 


| perplex'd P17 :zer, then the Revo- 


lurions. of Per ſzz., Underſtanding 
therefore that the Grand Maſter was 
the Head and Soul of the Enter- 
prize, he bethought himſelf of deal- 
ing with him, by the means of Sub 
tan Corcut, the belt belov'd. of all 
hs Sons, to whom he had giv'n the 
Government of Amnato/ia. Corcut 
being well inſtructed by the Mini- 
ſters of - the Port what part he was 
to a, ſent very rich Preſents ro the 
Grand Maſter, with a moſt obliging 
Letter, whercin - he requeſted his 
eN -.- friend- 
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friendſhip; and conjur'd him, af- 
ter a thouſand offers of his fer. 
vices, that they might live together 
in Amity and good Correſpondenee, 
and that there might be a freedom 
of Trade between each others Sub- 
zedts.. He added, that bis Father had 
given him all power, in referznce to 
a Peace, and that he was ready to 
do what ever the Knights defir'd. 
But theſe fair wors could not da- 
zle the Grand Maſter. He knew by 
the Turks themſelves, who were 
his Spies, that the famous Pirate 
Camal;, who had fitted our ſeveral 
Veſſels at Gallipoh: for the ſervice 
of B1j4Zzer, was juſt ready to. ſet 
Sail out of the Straits with above 
fiity men of War, toattack the Ifles 
that belong'd ro the Order. So that 
without entring into any further 
Negotiation, he frankly declar'd, 
That being nominated General of 
the League by the Pope, he. could 
not forſake the Common Cauſe, nor 
could::hearken to. any; Peace, which 

the Grand Signiog would not make 


with all the Pringts of Chriſtendom, 
as 
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as well as with the Knights o 
Rhodes. 
'The Grand Maſter declar'd him- 
ſelf upon this point ſo much rhe 
more boldly, becauſe he knew, thar 
ſeven of the Popes Galleys were 
joyn'd to the Venetian Armado at 
the Iſland cf Cerzgo, and thar his 


| Holineſs was ſetting our thirteen 


more, the care of of which he had 
given to the Knight Fabricio de Ca- 
retta, who was then at Genoz, This 
news was brought to Rhodes by an 
Envoy of the Biſhop of B.:ſſo, un- 
der whoſe Conduct the Galleis ſer. 
Sail, and who alſo in Charge a 
Brief from the Pope to be'd.l verd 
to he Grand Matter. This Briet con- 
tain'd many Applauſes of the Grand 
Maſter's Actions. and many Excuſes 
of the Popes Neglect : That he had

partly by fair, partly by tou] means, 
but he reſolv'd to extend his Con- 
ueſts.

Armenia with foutrſcore' thouſand 
fighting mcn, -drawn thither by the 
Neighbourhood , and the hatred 
which he bore the Tur#s.

The Grand Maiter, who had in- 
telligenc2 of every thing, and in par- 
ticular knew the Conlternation of 
the Grand Signior. fail'd not to. give 
notice of it to the Pope. that never a 
fairer opportunity offer'd 1t felt ro

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raine © the Common Enemy : Thar 
Bazazet was oblig d ro go in Per- 
ſon againſt rhe Per/{2n, tor want of 
a Batha experienc'd in Military Af- 
fairs, in whom he could abſolutel 
contide: 'That the Soph, a liberal 
and affable Prince, drew to his Parry 
the Militia -of the Grand Signior : 
That there was no likelthood of any 
accord . between. Per/ez and Tyurky, 
in regard a Conqueror hates no- 
thing more then Peace. . Therefore 
he ibefought his Holineſs nat to-ne- 
left the .opportunity that: Provi- 
dence preſented.

not be prolong'd ; That the French 
Fleet would not come atall; That 
Captain Pre Jan de Bidoux was 
gone from St. Maura upon the firſt 
intelligence of the Broils between 
France and Spain; That the Vepe- 
tians being reſolv'd. to fortifie St. 
Maura, could not ſpare their Fleet 
any farther ; ſo that Winter being ar 
hand, he did not believe that the 
Confederare Princes would under-

For fſecing 
how far the Impicty and Luxury of 
the Knights had extended it ſelf, 
who liv d more like Seculars and 
Libertines, then men in Holy Or- 
ders, he ordain'd, That whoſoe'er 
ſhould ſwear by, or blaſpheme the 
Name of God, or ſpeak a word to 
the diſhonour of the Virgin Mzry, 
or the Saints, for rhe firſt fault ſhould

He 
order d particularly, that their ha- 
birs ſhould be plain, and of one co- 
lour ; and that if any Knight diſ- 
obey'd this Order, beſides the pu-. 
niſhment of the Quarantine, his Ha- 
bir ſhould be confiſcate to the Pub- 
lick Treaſury. | 

Burt though he lov'd Modeſty in 
Habir, he was Magnificent in all 
things that concern'd the Ornament 
and Beautifying of the Church; as, 
the ſtarely Tapeſtries, Statues of Sil- 
ver, Croſſes of Gold, Chalices, and 
Image-Chariots of Malta, engraven 
with his Arms for the moſt part, tc- 
© ſtifie to this day. 
While:#&employ d himſelf in th's 
matner,in expeRation of his Embaſlic 
&Letrers in reicrence to the League, 
the Spaniards, who had or their

Captain in the Kingdom of Naples 
Alexander Cordova, fir-nam'd the 
Great Captain, made moſt cruel 
War againſt the French ; and both 
Partics grew ſo violent one againſt 
another, that there was no likelj- 
hood of Peace. The Pope, inſtcad 
of /labouring an accammodation and 
reconcilemenr between the two Na- 
tions, as the Grand Maſter had de- 
ſir'd him, openly favour'd the Spa- 
niards, and fed the fire which he 
ought to have exringuiſh'd. Beſides, 
he had no other thoughts in his 
head, but how to Aggrandize Ceſar 
Borzia his Son, Duke of Valentinors, 
whom he paſſionately lov'd ſo far, 
as to dare any thing, and think 
any thing lawful for his advance- 
ment and enrichment, Bur that 
which dire&ly ruin'd the Croiſage, 
was this, That the Venetians, tir'd 
with the War, made Peace with the 
Turks, aſter ſeveral private Negoti- 
ations, wherein the Knights cf 
Rhodes were nor taken notice of in 
the leaſt. By this Peace, the Vene- 
tins reſtord the Iſland 0i Sunta 

| EC 3 Maurz, 
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Maura, which Peſara had. fortifi'd 
at great Expences ; and the Grand 
Signior engag'd himſelf to reſtore 
what he had raken from the Ve- 
neican Merchants, trom the begin- 
ing of the War. LZad:ſ{ins King of 
Hur:gary ſoon follow'd the example 
ot the Republick, making an agree- 
ment, though not very Honourable, 
with Bajzzet, Theſe ſad ridings 
picrca the very heart of the Grand 
Mailtcr; and to add to his afftiidti- 
on, he underſtood at rhe ſame time, 
that kis Kiotincſs had conterr'd 
Commanderics of the Order upon 
Scealar Perſons, and that he. had 
promis'd the Priorie of Caſtle to 
Don Fienry of Tutedo. Co (idcring 
neither the Priviledges of Janocen! 
the VIi?.the Nature of the Revenues 
of the O:der, nor the Dignity of the 

eneraliiiimo of the League, whom 
he had ciceated himſelf. 

The Grand Maſter ſo highly rc- 
ſentea ſuch irrcgular proceedings, 
thar he wrote to the Pope; and 
without ſwerving from that reſpe& 
which hc ow'd to the Chief of. the 
Church, 
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Church, and the Vicar of Chriſt, he 
told Alexander his own, as far as a 
real Zeal could inſpire him. Bur 
Alexander taking little notice of 
his Complaints, continu'd his at- 
fronts and injuries to- the Order, 
and that with ſo much the more 
Liberty, believing, that now the 
Venetians had made Peace with the 
Turks, he ſhould have no more need 
of the Knights. 

The League thus brok'n off, and 
the proceedings of the Pope, brought 
the Grand Maſter into a deep Me- 
lancholy, that waſted him by de- 
orees, and at length cait him into 
a mortal diſtemper. He began to 


fall ill the Ecve of St. John Baptiſts 


day. But then he would not diſcloſe 
that he ail'd any thing, and was 
preſent at the Bonfires, and at the 
publics Annual Ceremonies before 
the Caſtle, for which rhere are ex- 
traordinary preparations in Honour 
of the Patron of the Order. He alſo 
went in ſtate to Church upon the 


Feſtival day; and concealing his ill 
diſpoſition of body; perform'd all 


"Ee 4 _ the 
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the Duties of a true Chriſlian. 

This ſtriving againſt his Diſtem- 
\ per out of Piety , re:doubl'd the 

torce of the diſeaſe ; ſo that in two 
days hefell ſo ill, that the Phyſicians 
at firſt deſpair 'd of his life : never- 
theleſs they were willing to try 
what Art could do. Pur the Grand 
Maſter, who percciv'd himſeif near 
his end, ſlighted his own pre- 
ſervation, and told them with a 
{mile, That. never having taken 
Phy ſick, it was dangerous for him to 
begin at his years. However, he ſub- 
mitted ro the intrearies of his Ne» 
phew, and the reaſons of the Phyfi- 
cians, notwithſtanding his own na- 
tural reſutancy. 

The Grand Maſters ſickneſs, put 
all the City into a Conſternarion. 
The Inhabitants, like p:ople in dc- 
ſpair, ran to the Caſtle, and from 
the Caſtle to the Churches, to im- 
plore of God the Jife of their Prince. 
The whole Ciry was fill'd with 
Vows, Prayers, and Proccſſjons. 
But his ſickneſs encreafing more and 
more, he receiv'd the _ 
tae 


* | ou awd Ht yy 
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the Church with a lively Faith, and 
' an ardent Devotion, which both 


edifi'd and, pierc'd rhe hearts of all 
that ſtood by. After thar, he call'd 


| all the Knights of the Council, and 


recollefting all the ſtrength he had 
Ieft; My dear Brethren, ſaid he, I 
bave no more then one ſhort 1o- 
ment to live ; therefore before I 
leave you, take it not amiſs that T1 
exbort you, to chooſe a Perſon more 
worthy then my ſelf to ſucceed in my 
Place; and that I conjure ye alſo to 
expend all your Honour in a ge- 
nerous defence of the Faith, Son in 
the obſervation of the Rules of the 
Order. Tyis is the favour that 1 
beg of you as a dying man, Hardly 
had he ſtrengtt} enough to pro- 
nounce the laſt words; nor did he 
utter above two or three words 
more, to comfort the Knights, that 
ſhed rears round abour his bed. 
Art length he gave them his Bene- 
diction as his Children ; and then 
lying quietly for ſome time, with 
Eis eyes ſometimes lifted up to 
Heaven, ſometimes fix'd upon the 
Crucifix, 
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'Crucifix, he ſeem'd to be in a kind 
of diſcourſe: with God, till he ſweet: 
_ ly and mildly yielded up his 
Amo * laſt breath. Ar the very mo- 
x503- ment of his expirarion, the 
. . "Knights madefo loud a noiſe 
of lamentation, as casly made 
known his death ro the People, 
afſembl'd in the Palace. Then was 
their ſorrow ſoon expreſs'd by their 
rears and wailings, and after that 
by a deep ſilence, as uſually happens 
incxtreme afflictions. 

Thus di'd Peter D' Aubyſſon, 
Grand Maſter of Rhodes, Cardinal 
of St. Adrizn, Legate of the Holy 
See in A/zz, and nominated Genera- 
hfitmo of the Holy League. He was 
aged abour'fourfcore years, and he 
had govcrn'd the Order above twen: 
ty feven. 2 

So ſoon as grief would permit 
the Knights trocome to themſelves, 
they made it their- bus'neſs to ren- 
der to the dead their lait duties with 


all the Magniicence imaginable. . 


He was expos'd upon a Noble Bed 


of State. Nor did the ——_—

his 
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of: death deprive him of that ſweet 
and amiable Majeſty, that always 
appear'd in his countenance when 
alive. Three Knights ſtood at the 
Beds head in Mourning, one holding 
the Cardinals Cap, another the Le- 
eats Croſs, and the third the Stan- 


dard of Generaliſſimo. Four other 


Knights held each of them a Ban- 
ner, whereon were embroider'd the 
Arms of the Order, and thoſe of 
D' Aubuſſon. On each ſide of him 
ſtood two Altars, dreſs'd up with 
Canopies over cach ; on the one was 
laid the Dalmatick Gown, the M;- 
tre, and all the Ornaments proper 
for a Cardinal Deacon, On the 
other lay the Caſque, Corſlet, Halt- 


Pike and Sword, which the Grand 


Maſter made uſe of upon the day 
of the Grand Aſſault ; rogether with 


his Cloathes, all ſtain'd with his 


own and the bloud of the Barba- 
rians. Two hundred Knights at- 
tended beſides, all in deep mourn- 
ing. The People that crowded to 
this fata! Spectacle, could not _> : 

car 
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bear weeping bitterly ; they cri'd 


out, They had loſt their Father, 


and then kiſsd his hands to eaſe 
their grief, and took thcir laſt 
leaves. 

His Obſequics were perſorm'd 


the next day following, which the 


publick Griet contributed to render 
more ſolemn, then all the Funeral 
 Pomp. He was carri'd to the Church 
upon the ſhouklers of the principal 
Grand-Croſſes, and Imterr'd in the 
Chappel he himſelf had built. 
The firſt Gcneral Chapter that 
was held at Rhodes under Emery 
D' Amboiſe, his Succeſlor, decreed, 
That in Honour of the Memory of 
the Grand Maſter D' Aubuſſon, the 
Order ſhou!d, at the Expence of the 
Pablick Treaſury, erect him a Mag- 
nificcnt Tomb in Braſs ; and that 
an Epitaph ſhould be Engrav'd 
upon if, reciting the moſt 11luttrious 
Actions of his Life. The Hiſtorians 
of the Order of St. John do not men- 
_ tion this Epigram, and with all rhe 


diligence q have us'd, I could never - 


hear 
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hear any thing more of it, How. 
ever, the Encomiums which Popes, 
' Mfrinces, and Hiſtorians have 
viven the famous Peter D' Aubuſſon, 
may well ſupply the place of that 
F 7  S;xtus the IV. and Inne- 


«27 oe VII. affirm in their Briefs, 
thar 'the Holy See was infinitely 
oblig'd ro him, and that they could 
nor ſufficiently acknowledge the 
1 (ocrvices he had done the Faithful, 
in putting a ſtop, by his cares, and 
with the price of his own blood, ro 
the Conqueſts of Mahomet the Se- 
cond, the moſt Formidable Enemy 
of Chriſtendom. - Alexander the 
Sixth confeſs'd, That there was in 
the Grand Maſter a Sincere Faith, 
an Heroick' Valour, an Exquiſite 
Prudence, and a moſt perfet Ex- 
perience in all things thar concern'd 
the War againſt the Turks, The 
Emperour Maximilian, Ferdinand 
of Caſtile, and Matthias Corvin 
King of Fiungary, often call'd him 
in their Letters, The Tamer of the 
Ottomans, and the Support of the 

| Church, 
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Church, Caour/iz calls him, The 
Father of his Countrey, the Pro- 
retor of the Unfortunate, and* the 
Invincible Defender of Rhode, 
Vifforellus, in his Additions to 
 C. Gaconius, ſays, Thar F... was 
great in him, his Wit, his Cgurage, 
and his. Piety : That being Fee 
with the Sacred Purple, he was never 
the more' remiſs in Military Du- 
ties ; and that he had perform'd 
at one time Actions worthy of a 
Holy Cardinal, and. a Generous 
Souldiex., The ſame Author adds, 
That. the Magnanimous 7” Aubuſ 
ſox, in-. all the Conduct of his Lite, 
had no. other aim, then onely the 
Glory, of God, and Honour of his 
Order,z Thar he govern d his - Sub- 
jets with. as much Lenity as Ju 
ſtice ; and that his Paternal Good: 
nefs' was principally eminent to- 
wards the Poor. The' Eccleſiaſti: 
cal Hiſtory. ſpeaks of. hina. as of a 
moſt ! admirable Perſon, and. one 
that merited all manner of Ap- 


plauſe. In ſhort, the Hiſtory of the 
Jp Knights 


Peter DY Aubiſſon. gan 
Knights of Sr. John extolls him 
above all the Grand Maſters , 
© equals him to the Hero's of An- 
tient times, and propounds him as 
a Model to all the Princes of Chr 


ſtendom.

Hon the death of Peter 
D* Aubuſſon, Emery TY

nothing, He was a Prince, vertuous, 
valiant, charitable, and ſucceſsful in 
his Enterpizes; fo that under his Go- 
vernment the Knights pertorm'd ſe- 
yeral notable Exploits to the honour 
of the Order, and won among the 
reſt that famous Viftory at Sea trom 
the Soldan of Egypt , ſignaliz'd by 
the death of the Soldan s Nephew 
who commanded the Fleet. To Eme- 
ry D' Amboiſe ſucceeded, by a fair

Auvergne. In- his time Sultan Selin 
having caus'd his Father Bajazet to 
be ſtrangl'd, and put to death Achmac 
and Corcatt, his two Brothers, with 
their Wives and Children, poſleſs'd 
himſelf of the Empwe ; wherein he 
was no ſooner ſettl'd, but he defign'd 
to lay ſtege to Rhodes.

Which little accidents were 
by ſome interpreteq as ill omens of 
the ſucceſs of the Siege of the Rhodes, 
that ſoon after happen'd. Cortogolj 
alſo, the Grand 7urkzſþ Pirate laid way 
to intercept the Grand Maſter, with 
a great number of Gallys and Galcots, 
partly out of hopes of booty, partly 
to revenge the death of his Brothers 
which the Knights of Rhodes had ſlain, 
and to ſet the third at liberty, being 
then a ſlave in Rhodes. However 
the Grand Maſter, contrary to the 
advice and entreaties of the Knights 
and great Perſonages that attended 
him, with full fails made the Cape 
of St. Angelo, and in the night time 
paſs'd the place where the 7urks lay 
in wait tor him, and arrivd 
Sept. 11. ſafe in Rhodes. Cortogoli, 
1421. mad that he had ſo miſsd 
his prey, ſome time after 
enters into the Channel of Rhodes, 
hoping by his unlookt for comingto 
find ſome opportunity to do miſchict 
But being diſcover 'd, the Grand Mz- 
ſter ſent torth the Rhodas Fleet againſt 


him, the ſight whereof not ad 
- Nm 
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him to flight, but madehim forfake a 
Veſſel of Candia which he had almoſt 
taken. » 
While things were thus tranſdCted 
at Rhodes, Solyman being come to the 
Empire, contrary to the Opinion of - 
all men, that he would be a peace- 
able Prince; ſoon atter diſplaying the 
—_— Ambition of his Predeceſ- 
fors, with a vaſt power of men be- 
feg'd Belgrade in Hungary, and took 
it, This Victory ſwell'd him up; ſo 
that burning with a deſire to conquer 
Rhodes, yer willing to conceal lis de- 
10 fign, that he might the better make 
his preparations, he ſent an Embaſia- 
dor tothe Grand Maſter, to whom he

449 _TheHiflryof _ 
deſigns then the Tenor of his Letter 
umply'd. And therefore there was an 
Anſwer return'd him in the name of 
the Grand Maſter; by which he plainly W 
underſtood that he was diſcover'd:that 
the Rhodzans neither fear dnor truſted 
him; ſo that he was likely to find it 
afar more difficult task to conquer 
them, then he had found at Belgrade. 
Therefote he enter'd into ſeveral con- 
ſultations about this Enterprize, con- 
cein.ng which the moſt part of his 
Councll laid before him the difficul- 
ties he would meet with,and diſiwad- 
ed him from hazarding either hiFor: 
ces or his Reputation upon anattempt 
fo unlikely to ſucceed. And indeed 
Muſtapha Bajſha, and Curtogol; were 
the only perſons that fix'd him in his 
Reiolution, Among other things they 
repreſented to him that there was no 
other means for him peaceably to en- 
Joy the Provinces of Egypt and Syrza; 
tor that theſhorteſt and only way for 
him to receive | intelligence from 
thence, 'and to ſend thither, was cut 
oft by the Knights of Rhodes, who 
ſpread themſelyes upon thoſe —_ 
an 


keep a Fleet alwaies out at Sea: Be- 
ſides, that as long as thoſe of the Or:- 
der kept footing in R/odes,they would 
be continually animating and inciting 


| the Chriſtian Princes to make 'War 
-upon him, and to league themſelves 


together for the Recovery of the holy 
Land. He had found among the pri- 
vate Memoirs of Se/zm his Father, that 
the onely way for him to ſecure his 
own affairs, was to make himſelt Ma- 
ſter of Belgrade and Rhodes ; by the 
ſcituation whereof the Chriſtians had 
alwaies an opportunity to bring the 
War into the midſt of his Territories. 
He was alſo importun'd and preſs'd 


. thereto by the complaints of the Inha- 


bitants of Meteliv, Negropont, Cara- 
manta, the Morea, and his new Sub- 
zects of Egypt and Syria, who were 
perpetually alarum'd, - pillag'd, and 
plunder'd by thoſe of the Order. He 
was alſo the more incited thereto by 
the opportunity which preſented it 
ſelf by reaſon of the Diviſions and 


Wars between Charles the fifth and 


_ the 
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_ and intercepted all his Veſtels. For 
* which reaton he was conſtrain'd to 
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the King of France, from whom all 
the main Succour muſt come, which 
the Knights could expect: and more 
then all this, by the daily intelligence 
which he had receiv'd from a Jewith 
Phyſician, whom Se/z»z had ſent to 
live in Rhodes for a Spy. This Phy- 
ſician expert in his Art, had perform'd 
many excellent Cures, and by his 
officiouſneſs and diligence toward all 
people had ſo inſinuated himſelf into 
the acquaintance and favour of the 
Principal Knights of the Order, that 
he eaſily div'd into their ſecrets, and 
ſent his Advices to a Greek of Sczo, 
who convey'd them to Cdnſtantinople. 
Among other things he advertiz'd So- 
Iyman, that there was a great part of 
the Wall thrown down near the Bul- 
wark of Auvergne to be rebuilt ac- 
cording to the Deſign and Directions 
of the Engineers, 1o that the City 
might be eaſily ſurprizd, if his Fleet 
came in time to attacque it in that 
place. But the beſt Intelligence that 
Solyman receiv'd was giv'n him: by 
Andrew D' Amarall, Prior of Caſtile, 


and afterward Chancellor of | the 
; Order, 
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Order, who bare in his mind a mor- 
tal hatred and enmity againſt the 
Grand Maſter, ever ſince the diffe- 
rence that happen'd between them 
ever ſince the Battel of Zayaſſo; and 


. againſt the Order it ſelf, for that not- 


withſtanding all his underhand deal- 
ing for the Honour, they had ele&ted 
with an unanimous conſent, the Grand 
Maſter, both for his merit and his ver- 
tues. This venom of Ambition, Ma- 
lice and Revehge ſo ſtrongly poſleſs'd 
him, and gain'd ſo far upon him, as 
tomake him reſolve upon this hideous 
Act of Treaſon. The day of the Ele- 
tion he was heard to for. that this 
would be the laſt Grand Maſter of 
Rhodes : And ſome daies before the 
Siege, he wiſh'd his ſoul inthe hands 
of the Devil, ſo that Rhodes and the 
Order might be ruin'd. He had in 
his ſervice a Turkiſh ſlave, of a quick 
and ready apprehenſion, to whom he 
pretended to have giv'n his Liberty, 
as being ranſon'd. This ſlave he ſent 
to Conſtantinople with a particular and 
exact diſcovery of the State of the 
City, of the Proviſions and Ammuni- 
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tion therein, and ' what Corn was iſ 1, 
wanting ; perſwading the Great Turk I 
to fo his Fleet with all ſpeed, | pro- Iſl ;.

This Action caus'd in many il , 
an extream diſlike, and a general fſuf- o 
pition of him, but by reaſon of his Il 
Dignity and Authority, there were i x 
none that durſt to ſpeak their minds 
freely. 
In the mean time Leo deceas'd,after 
he had govern'd the Papacy eight - 
"years ; and So/yman made all his pre- 
parations as privately as poſſibly he 
cou'd, giving it out that he intended 
either for Apulia or Cyprus. Never- 
theleſs the Grand Maſter was _

ten did Amarall labour to ſuppreſs the 


report of the Siege, as much as in hin 
lay, to divert and hinder the Order 


from making thoſe Proviſions which 


were neceſlary for their defence ; in- 
ſtancing how often ſuch Rumours 
had been in vain, and how needleſs it 
was for the Order to put themſelves 
to unneceſlary charges at a time when 
their Exchequer ran low. However 
the Grand Maſter receiv'd more cer- 
tain and pregnant Intelligence by a 
Raguſian, a perſon of underſtanding, 
and one that had the Turkiſh Lan- 
guage at command, whom he had 
ſent to Conſtantinople tor a Spy, that 
the Grand Signior was ſetting forth a 
vaſt number of Ships, and preparing 
all ſorts of Engines of War, and Guns 
of an extraordinary bigneſs ; and that 
there was a ſtop upon all. perſons go- 
ing to Rhodes without the leave of the 
Governours. Thereupon the Grand 
Maſter making no ' farther doubt of 


the Truth, put all hands to the forti-. 
+ fications 
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fications, giving the charge thereof to 
the Knights, Anthony Brito, a Por. 
togueſe, and Francis Nueres of the 
Priory of Aquitaine. He. alſo made 
proviſion of Ovens and Mills, and 
Lodgings for the Country people that 
ſhould retire into the City, While 
theſe things were in hand, he ſent to 
Pope Adrian, of whom he earneſtly 
requeſted ſuccour againſt the Turks; - 
as alſo to the Emperour and the King 
of France, but in vain, becauſe they 
were then in open War one againſt 
the other. 

As for the Pope, he rather pre- 
judic'd, then aflifted them. For the 
Ttalian Knights being inform'd that he 
conferr'd every day Commanderies 
in /taly totheir detriment, complain'd. 
to the Council of Rhodes, and defir'd 
leave that they might go alrogether 
ta Rome, to make their complaints to 
his Holineſs; which Liberty, conſider- 
ing the State of Afﬀairs, was at that | 
time deny'd them. Thus was the - 
Pope the Occaſion of an unſeaſonable 

iforder. For upon this the 7talzans 
openly complain'd of the Grand Ma- 


ſter, 
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ſter, while the Chancellor Amarall ſe- 
cretly blew the bellows of diſſention, 

and carry'd it fo far, as to deny their 
ſervice to the Order, and to obey the 
Commands of the Grand Maſter. 
Thereuponthe Grand Maſter depriv'd 
of their habit three of the Principal 
Ring-leaders, Gabriel Solier, James Pa- 
lavicins, and Lewis Moroſo. And to 
juſtifie himſelf, he referr'd the whole 
to the conſideration and examination 

of the Council, who made their re- 
port, that the Grand Maſter had 
done nothing but what was juſt, pru- 
dent and rational. However ſome of 
the Knights fearing the miſchief of 
Commotion and Alteration at ſuch a 
conjuncture, made it their buſineſs to 
pacifie the 1talians, laying before 
them, that the world would think and 
could not judge otherwiſe, but that 
they ſought tor a pretence to go to 
Rome, not ſo much for the fake of 
their Commanderies, as to eſcape the 
danger of the approaching Siege. 
Whereby the perſwaders. wrought ſo 
far, that the Mutineers laid aſide their 
anger, made their excuſes and return'd 
co 
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to the Obedience of the Grand Ma- 
ſter, who as kindly -embrac'd and 
pardon'd them. 

This buſtle being over, there arriv'd 
at Rhodes an Agent from Peri Baſha, 
who deliver'd a Letter to the Grand 
Maſter, wherein the Baſha invited 
him to a Treaty of Peace with the 
Grand Signior, afluring him that if 


he ſought it, he ſhould be well re- 
ceiv'd ; and adviſing him withall to 


ſend for that purpoſe perſons of Qua- 
lity to the Port. The Embaſlador 
alſo deliver'd other Letters from the 
Grand Signior himſelf, much to the 
ſame effect. ' Moſt part of the Coun- 
_ ell, conſidering the Age of Perz, who 
was ancient, and his known prudence 
and-moderation, had a good opinion 
of the Truth of the Embaſlie, inſo- 
much that they reſolv'd to ſend to

curſions of thoſe of the Order. The 
Embaſladour being arriv'd at Port Fiſ- 


co, found Horſes rhere ready for him, 


and went Poſt to Conſtantinople, leav- 
ing the Greek behind; who bein 
unwilling to travel alone through an 
Enemies Country fo far a journey, re- 
turn'd to. Rhodes in the ſame Veſſel 
that carry'd him. By which miſcar- 
riage every one was then aſcertain'd 
that the Embaſſie was but only a de 
ceit, and that the Town would ſud- 
dainly be beſiedg'd. 

The City was well provided of Fleſh, 
pulſe, and wheat, of which there was 
enough all the time gf the ſiege; &- as 
for warlike munitions it was thought 
there-had bin enough, though the Siege 
had laſted 'a whole year. But they 
found it otherwiſe, for they ſpent a 
great qu to hinder the approaches 
of the FiiMies Trenches : beſides 
the continual waſt of powder and " 
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day & night againſt ſo many thouſands 
of buſy Enemies. Thereupon the Che- 
valier Antonze Bofio,a perion of a quick 


. Capacity,and one who did many ſervi- 


ces for the Order, while heliv'd, was 
ſentinto Candy for wine, and to make 
aLevy of Archers ; but the Candzots, 
afraid of the Zurk, forbid him to raiſe 
any men ; However under pretence 
of a convoy for his freight, he brought 
away. four hundred Archers, which 
did eminent ſervice all the time of the 
Siege. The ſameBofro met alſo upon the 
Sea with a Yenetzan, whoſe name was 
Anthony Bonaldi, coming from Alex- 
andria in a great Veſlel laden with 
Wine and bound for Conſtantinople. But 

Bofio perſwaded him -to alter his 
Courſe, andbring his Cargo to Rhodes; 
where after he had ſold his Wine, he 
pur himſelf and his men into the ſer- 
vice of the Order, and behav'd himſelf 
during the ſiege, like a perſon of 
great valor. And now intelligence 


| came- from all parts, eſpecially from 


the Duke of Nz7xa, that the Galleys 
were lanching,and that the whole fleet 
would depart at the Latter end of May. 
Gg2 - There; 
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Thereupon the Grand Maſter caus'd a 
General Muſter to be made as well 
of the Knights, as of the other Soul- 
diers. As to thoſe ofthe Habit, there 
appear'd one and fifty of the Language 
of Province ; 26 of that of. Auvergne; 
Sixty two of France ; Forty ſeven of 
Ttaly; Fifty one of Arragon, Catalogne 
and Navar; Eleven of England; Six of 


Germany ; Fifty ſeven of Ca/tzle; beſides 


12 others more that kept guard in the 
Caſtle of St. Nzcholas. "Ihe whole 
Garriſon conſiſted of about 5coo men. 
After the muſter was thus made, the 
Grand Maſter appointed to everyCom- 
mander his particular duty, what Poſts, 
what Baſtions to keep or relieve as 
neceſſity requir'd; and what Knights 
to be continually about his own per- 
ſon. ' Particularly William Watſon 
commanded the Engliſh Poſt. Nicholas 
Huſſey the Engliſh Baſtion; and Tho- 
mas Shefferld was Captain of St. A#- 
thontes Gate. | | | 
The Oity was inthis poſture, when 
there was a ſignal made by fire from 
Fifco, that there were ſome perſons 
there which defir'd to parley, There- 
| upon 
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upon the Grand Maſter ſent the Knigh 
Boniface D' Alluys a Provencal thither 


with his Gally. When he came neer 


the place where the fire was, certain 
horſemen that ſtood upon the ſhore 
gave the Knight to underſtand that 
they had a Letter todeliver from the 
Grand Signiour ; and invited him a 
ſhoar : But the Knight too well under- 
ſanding the humour ofthe 7arks,told 
them he had but a ſhort time to ſtay, 
and therefore if they had any thing to 
fay, they ſhould diſpatch quickly, o- 
therwiſe he would not tarry. There- 
upon the 7arks threw a Letter ty'd 
to a ſtone into the Galley ; which Let- 
ter was deliver'd to the Grand Maſter, 
and read in Council: In this Letter S$9- 
Innay demanded that Rhedes ſhould 
be ſurrender'd up to him, promiſing 
ſecurity, and good uſage to all in ge- 
neral, .with liberty to the Inhabitants 
to enjoy thei own Laws and Religi- 
on, permiſſion to them that would 
depart freely with their families and 
eſtates, and great advantages to them 
that would take up Armes 1n his ſer- 
vice. Otherwiſe he threaten'd utterly 
Gg } to 
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to ruin the City,walls and Towers,and 
to make the Inhabitants all ſlaves. To 
this theCouncil thought itnot conveni- 
ent toreturn any aniwer, but to ſtand 
reſolutely upon their guard. There: 
upon the Grand Maſter having certain 
advice that the Fleet was under fail, 
defac'd all the Gardens without the 
City, beginning with his own, and 


caus'd the Earth and rubbiſh to be car- | 


ry dinto the Town, where it was: of 
great uſe for the repair of breaches, 
Heſentalfo for the Country peoplein, 
poyſon'd the waters, and burnt the 
Corn and ſtraw that remain'd upon 
the Ground. The Vanguard of the Fleet 
that firſt appear'd conſiſted of 30 Gal- 
lys; out of which ſome few of the 


Turks landed in Lango to burn and 


pillage according to their cuſtom. But 
the Commander of the Fort mounting 
all his men, charg'd them ſo vigo- 
rouſly, that having ſlain five orfſix, and 
taken three priſoners, he drove thereſt 
to their Galleys, though his own 
Horſe were kill'd under him, and ſome 
few ofhis men wounded. Thereupon 


the Tarks left Lango, and made tothe

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Jews Caſtle, and fo entring the Gulf 


of Efimes, about fifteen miles from 


Rhodes they were firſt diſcover'd by 


the ſentinels ſrom Mount Sa/lac. T he 


24th. of June, being St. Johns day, the 
Turks came to an anchor on that ſide 
of Rhodes, where ſtood the Caſtle Fa- 
vit. There they landed,and burnt the 
Corn upon theground,& the ſame day 
the body of the Fleet appear'd 1n the 
Gulf of Ffimes, where the 3o Galleys 
joyn'd with the main Body. And yet 
the danger : being ſo neer, . there hap- 


pen'd almoſt as dangerousa Conteſt 


between the Auvergnian, and Ger- 
man Languages; while the Germans 
pretended that one part of the new 
Baſtion next St. Georges Gate belong 'd 
to them, and the Auvergnzans, claim'd 
it to themſelves; iniomuch that they 


had like to have come to blows. But 


the Grand Maſter interpoſing his Au- 


thority, the deciſion of the contro- 


verſie was referr'd to thenext General 
Chapter. Inthe mean time 1t was or- 
der'd that no other enſigns ſhould be - 


' ſet up there but thoſe of the Grand Ma- 


ſter and of the Order. Gg4 
| | The 
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The 26 of June the whole Fleet was 
diſcover d making direCtly trom the 
Gulf of E/imes for Rhodes; and coming 
to that part of the Iſle which 1s calP{ 
the Foſs or Zole, 8 miles from Rhodes, 
they came to an Anchor; which nota 
| little conſternated the women and com: 
mon people of the City.But tne Grand 
Maſter without the leaſt ſhew of Alte- 
ration in his Countenance, with his ac: | 
cuſtom'd conſtancy and ſerenity, went 
upand down from place toplace pro- 
viding for every thing ; and that very 
day, which feenrd to be the moſt 
terrible, caus'd Service to befaid, and 
Proceſſions to be made with the ſame 
order and tranquility, as if it had bin 
in a time of undiſturb'd peace. After 
that, he caus'd the Gates to be ſhut, 
and iſſird out of his palace arm'd, and 
attended by his guards, caufing the 
Drums to beat, and thetrumpets to 
ſound, the Souldiers to take their ap- 
pointed Poſts,and ſet up the ſtandards 
and enſigns upon'the 1cveral Towers 
and Baſt:zoxs, which a far off aftorded 
a noble and magnificent ſight,” revivd 
the courage afthe Souldiery, and - 
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tled the Reſolution of the people. In 
the mean time the 3o Galleys made 
up to Cape St, Martin, there to keep 
Guard, and to ſurprize ſuch Veſlels 
as ſhould come to bring relief to the 
belieged.Late in the evening the whole 
Fleet, conſiſting of a hundred ſail, left 
the Foſs or Hole, and paſting by the 
Port at three -miles diſtance, came 
and rode in another part of the Iſland 
at a place calFd Parambolin, fix miles 
from the City; becauſe it was arode 
ſecure from the Weſt winds that blow 
hard in that Channel. Some 'dayes 
after the' reſt of the Fleet joyn'd, and 

lay there at an Anchorall the time of 
the Siege. | | 
There were in this Fleet a'hundred 
Galleys, beſides the thirty before men- 
tioned ; thirty great Galeafles, fifteen 
Mahons, twenty Flat-bottom'd Boats , 
ſixty Fuſts, and a great number of 
Brigantines, ten or twelvegreat Ships, 
as big as Gallions, carrying proviſions. 
Some few daies after arriv'd more 
from Syria, and other parts; ſo that 
the whole Fleet conſiſted of 400 Sail 
of all ſorts, and the Army - of two 
| hundreg 
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hundred thouſand men, of which ſixty 
thouſand were Pioneers. 

The fame day that the Fleet ar- 
_ riv'd at Parambolin, the Grand Maſter 
diſpatch'd the Chevalier Breſols to the 
Pope, the Chevalier Andugar tor the 
Emperour and King of Spazy, and the 
Chevalier D'A»ſonv:itle to the Kings 
of England and France, to give them 
notice of the Siege, and to crave ſuc- 
cour. Other Knights he diſpatch'd 
away to buy all the Ammunition and 
war-like Proviſions they could, and to 
haſten back with all ſpeed to Rhodes. 
He alſo ſent away ſummons to the 
abſent Knights, to repair forthwith to 
the defence of their Wland. 

The Zurks were thirteen dates be- 
fore they made one ſhot, or any other 
attempt, by reaſon that the Lyczas 
Army was not come up;but no ſooner 
was that Army enter the Iſland, but 
the Turks began to ſet up their Pa- 
vilions, and to lodge- their Camp in 
a place out ofthe reach of the Rhodian 
Artillery, to land their Guns, mount 
and plant them, open their Trenches, 
and make their approaches. Then it 
was 


was that the Grand Maſter left his 
own Palace, and took up his Quarters 
in St. Marys of the Victorie, as being 
the weakeſt part of the City, and upon 
which the Turks in ther ſormer Siege 
had-made their chiefeſt Afſaults. At 
the ſame time alſo the 7Turks,for a be- 


 ginning, rais'd a little Penthouſe of 


Boards, from whence they ſhot at 


the Poſts of England and Provexce. But 


the Artillery trom the Town imme- 
diately ruin'd it, and kill d the Can- 
noneers. After that they rais'd two 
other Batteries upon the Hill of Saint 
Coſmus, and St. Damzan, and ſhot a- 
gainſt the Poſts of Exg/and and Spain, 
but the ſhot from the City ruin'd thoſe 
in the ſame manner. 

As the Turks were labouring to ad- 


 vance their Trenches to the place 


where they deſign'd to plant their 
Canon, the beſieg'd were very deſt- 
rous to make a Salley; to which the 
Grand Maſter having giv'n his con- 
ſent, St. Athanafius's Gate was open'd, 


. and out they fell upon thoſe that were 
working in the Trenches ; with whom 
they made ſuch work, that the Zarks 


wer 
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were all cut to pieces, before any re. 


lief could\ come to them. - But then 


the beſieged obſerving a great Body 
making toward them, retir'd skir- 
miſhing under the E»g/z/þ and Spa- 
»iſh Guns, which then playing upon 
the Enemy, made a dreadtul havock 


among them, in regard they came. 


on ſo thick, that 1t was impoſlible for 
a bullet to miſs. The Chriſtians af- 
terwards made ſome Sallies with like 
ſucceſs; but -becauſe ſome one or 
other {till fell, the Grand Maſter con- 
ſidering that the loſs of one man was 
more to him then the loſs of a-hun- 
dred to the Enemy, forbid any more 
Sallies to be made: For it was ob- 


| ſerv'd, that during the Siege the firſt 


Army was recruited with above a 
hundred thouſand men ; which was 
an eaſe thing for them to do, having 
the Land ſo: near them to befriend 
them, and ſuch a number of Veſſels 
every day ready at command. 

The Salleys being over, the Turks 
advanc'd their Trenches with more 
freedom. So that they rais'd 1n ſeve- 
ral places above ixty Batteries,chuctly 

: againſt 
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againſt the Poſts of England, Provence, 
Spain and raly; bur the Artillery 
from the Town overthrew ſo many, 
that only thirty four remain'd. 

At that time arriv'd at Rhodes a 
Gentleman whoſe name was Gabrzel 
Radin Martinengo, a perſon well 
known for his skill in Fortifications, 
whom Bozio had perſwaded to leave 
Candy and come to the aſliſtance of the 
Rhodians. Hun the Grand Maſter 
highly honour'd, gave him the habit of 
the Order, - and permiſſion to wear 
the Croſs ; made him ſupernitendant 
over the Artillery, with a promiſe of 
the firſt Vacancy that tell in the /za/;- 
an Language:honours which he highly 
deſerv'd, by carrying himſelt ſo nobly 
and vertuouſly all the time of the 
Yiege. | 

Now that the. Grand Maſter might 
ſet him at work, he ſignif?d his defire 
to know the condition of the Zurki/h 
Army, and what they intended to do. 
Whereupon, a Mariner, born in 7re- 
bizond,then in the ſervice of thcOrder, 
took ſeven or eight young men of 
his acquaintance, and having _ 

an 
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and clad themſelves in Turkiſh Habit, 
they took Melons, Cowcumbers, and 

_ other fruits, and ſecretly embark'd 
themſelves the next night: and avoy- 
ding the Turkiſh Fleet, made out to the 
Sea, and ſo return'd by break.of day 
in ſight of Rhodes, as if they had 
come from Turky. From thence they 
made to the Cape which 1s neareſt to 
Lycia, where the Merchants met from 
all parts to ſell Refreſhments of all 
ſorts to the Army. There they put 
to fale their Melons and Cowcumbers, 
and Frankly inquir'd what news of 
the Army. The Turks, who took 

' them for natural Zurks, as willingly 
fatisfy'd them, and told them the 
whole condition of their Forces. When 

they had ſold all, and underſtood all, 
they made out to Sea again, having 
receiv'd two Turks into their Veſlel, 
with much entreaty, that were weary 
ofan Army Life. Thoſe they bound 
hand and foot, and brought along with 
them into Rhodes, and preſented to 
the Grand Maſter, who order'd the 
Prior of St. Giles, and Martinengo to 


examin them. Theſe two 7arks be- 
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ing carry'd up to theſteeple of St.Johy, 


ſhew'd the Prior and Martinengo how 
the Quarters of rhe Turkish Army 
were diſpos'd; told them the Number 
of the Souldiers; that Solyman himſelf, 
was ſpeedily expected; that the Soul- 
diers grew out of heart, and mutined a- 
gainſt theirCommanders, being weary 
ofa war,to which they cry'd they were 
lead as to a Slaughter Houſe, with 
many other things not believ'd at firſt, 
as being thought to have bin ſpoken 
out of tlattery, or to procure good en- 
tertainment to themſelves, but which 
were indeed really true. For Perz Ba- 
ſha obſerving a manifeſt and dangerous 
Mutiny in the Army, diſpatch'd away 
a Courrier to Solyman to give him In- 
telligence, and to ſupplicate him to 
come in perſon forthwith, that he 
might put aſtopto the ſedition by his 
preſence and Authority. - So/ymar flies 
through 4/a the leſs with an incredi- 
ble ſpeed, and embarking at Port 
Fiſco, arriv'd in Rhodes the 28th. of 
Jaly, where he was receiv'd with great 


triumph, and lodg'd- himſelf four or 


_ five miles from the City at a place 


call's 
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call'd Megalandra, out of the reach of 


the Canon. Sol/yman held a council, 
and reſoly'd upon a firict enquiry 
whence the Mutiny proceeded, and 
a ſevere puniſhment of the Authors, 
But Peri Baſha by his grave remon- 
ſtrances ſoon ſoftned and appeas'd 
his wrath. He laid before him that 
this mutiny rather proceeded from fear 
& an apprehenſion ofdanger then from 
Malice orRebellion, and that therefore 
his Majeſty might by his authority 
reduce them to their duty, knowing 
that the Turks had the Ottoman name 
in ſomuch Veneration, that upon his 
appearance they would ſoon recollett 
themſelves, and return to their Obedt- 
ence; but that Rigour was now unſea- 


ſonable,eſpecially againſt the old Soul . 


diers, without whoſe afiftance he 
could never compaſs ſo great a defign 
as the taking of Rhodes. Solyman 
hearken'd to his advice, | aſſembled 
all the Army together, made them .lay 
down their Armes,, and proſtrate 
themſelves upon the Ground: then 
ſitting on aRoyalThrone,under a Rich 
Canopy, turning his face-this way and 


& that 
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& that way with a Majeſtick and ſtern 
« Countenance, He firſt accus'd their 
© Infidelity;hightn'd the injuries done 
« by the Knights of Rhodes to his Sub- 
« zects, advanc d his own power, his 
« Trumphs and his Victories; upbrat- 


« ded the Old Souldiers of Ingratitude, : 


« as having enrich d themſelves by his 
«© fortune in war; of Cowardice, to 
« let ſuch a handful of men make head 
* againſt ſuch a Potent and flouriſhin 

« Army. Laſtly, ſaid he, am not There 
«the Companion of your dangers ? 
«Nor will I part from hence tull I 
* have them in my power. I ſwear 
© it by the holy head of divine Ma- 
« homct; andit 1 tail, may my King- 
© domes and my houſe beruin d, and 
*® my ownperſon perith eternally. Go 
« then, and think of nothing elſe but 


* what youare commanded. Nor let. 


* any man diſtruſt my clemency, nor 
* my word,but build upon my Libera- 
* lity. For I am here the ſpectator and 
* ;udge of yourValour & your Merits. 
Solyman had no ſooner ended his 
Harangue, but he withdrew into his Pa- 
viion, and commanded that the Soul: 
| H h. diers 
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dicrs ſhould be all ſworn ane to their 
Captaines. And irom that time it was, 
that the Souldiers recover'd their cou. 
rage, became more obedient and de. 
liberate, and proceeded in all things 
with more order and conduct, Now 
they continu'd their batteries more 
ferribly then before They alſo play'd 
in three ſeveral places with two great 
 brafs-Cannons like Morter-Peices,that 
carry'd marble-bullets of a prodigious 
weight, and yet all the harm then to 
kill 25 men, andthe Chevalier Lyonce/ 
that commanded theBaſtion of Coſquzn. 
This battery they left off by the ad- 
vice of the Jewith Phyſitian, who gave 
them notice how little good it had 
done. Afﬀter the Tarks made'1t- their 
buſineſs to advance their trenches, 
and to fill up the moats with 
Earth ; and though the Artillery ofthe 
Chriſtians continually fir d upon them, 
nevertheleſs they gave not over their 
work till they had finith'd a great bat- 


tery between the Spaniſh and Auverg: ſſ 


ianPoſt, and another againſt that of 
7tal, and there they lodg'd their Can- 
non that play'd upon the befieg'd fo 

| | furiouſly 
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furiouſly that they durſt not peep a- 
bove ; the battlements, till they had 
made themfelves new defences of 
wood and plankes, upon which the 
Beſiegers having advanc'd their tren- 
ches to-the {ſide of the Moat, made 
certain gaps in the wall on their ſide, 
through which they much annoy'dthe 
defendants with ' their ' Musket-ſhot, 
and kill d ſome few of them. In the 
mean while the Captains lodg'd them- 
ſelves in their Trenches: Mu/?apha the 
General againſt the Bul-wark of Ex- 
and, Peri agaiuſt 'tlie /ralzau Poſt, 
Achmat againſt that of - Spain, and 
Auvergne, with the Apa.'ot the Fay? 
faries; the Beglerbeyot Natolia againſt 
that of France; the Beg/erbey of Ro- 
mania againſt the Gardens of St. Antony, 
who began' a battery at the beginning 
of Auguſt, againſt the iGerman Poſt; 
which was weak,and without-any plat- 
form. Nevertheleſs the Grand Maſter 
aus'd it to be fortify'd:within with 


Eintrenchments ofEarth,great pieces of 


Timber-planks, and Bavines, and play'd 
lis Artillery ſo thick from ſeveral 
laces and Poſts on that ſide, ſo that 

| H h 2 he 
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he diſmounted the Artillery, and ©- 
verthrew the batteries_of the Tarks 
till they were aweary of repairing 
them, and ſo remov'd them. 

By this time it was that the Rho. 
dians began to find the want of their 
powder, and though the Grand Maſter 
continually employ'd fourteen of 


his own horſes to bray- ſaltpeter, | 


and other materials proper to make 

wder, in a ſure and well-guarded 
place, yetthe beſieged were forc'd to 
bevery ſparing of their powder, which 
gave great advantage to the encmy. 
'The 1urks ſeeing no good to be done 
on taat ſide, play'd upon the ſteeple 
of St. Johns Church, and beat it down, 
upon advice giv'n them by the Jew 


Phyſitian,thar-from thence the Chriſti 


ans diſcover'd what was done in the 
Camp. The ruin of this ſteeple being 
2-lovely ſtructure was much lamented 
by-the Inhabitants. This done, the 
Beſiegers under the command of the 
Beglerbey of Natolia remoy'd ther 
batteries againſt the Tower of St. N- 
cholas, which they furiouſly play'd 
upon for the ſpace of ten days ma 
twelve 
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twelve great pieces of Canon ; Eut the 
Artillery from the Tower broke and 
ruin'd all their batteries, ſo that-the 
Beglerbey was conltrain'd to change 
the form of his batteries, to remove 
his mantlets; ( winch are made 
. | of Earth cloſe ramm'd, andclos'd with 
- © boards faſten'd togerher with great 
ſpars of tzmber)to diſmount his Guns, 

 E andplantthem inthe night upon great 
| | plattorms without gabions or Mant- 
|| kt, with which playing ſecurely all 
\ | thenight, when day appear'd they co- 
| ver d them again with Earth andgra- 
«| ve. Thus they made above 500 thot 
«© which onely beat down a pane ofthe 
; | wall on the weſt-fide, through which 
4 | appear'd another good wall, and fo 
; © many ſtout defendants, that theſe dit- 
ic ficulties being related to So/yman, he 
of caus'd the ſaid Battery to be remov'd, 
; whereby the Chevalier Caſte/laine 
eff Captain of St. Nzcholas.Tower ac- 
he fl quir'd great honour. At the ſame time 
ir the Turks rais'd 14 Mantelets againſt 
ſj. the Poſts of Frgland and Spain, upon 
"4 Vhich they planted Guns of a prodi- 
gious bigneſs, and _ upon them 
H h 3 for 
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for a month together, - ſo that they 
ruin'd the new wall of the Znzif 


 Platform,while the old wall ſtood en- 


tire; beſide that they brought through 
their trenches unto the Moat three 
huge peices of Canon, with which 
they levell'd thedefences of the Baſt;- 
onof Spain, and beat down the wall, 


by the ruins whereof the 7urks might | 


eaſily mount the Baſtion. The ſame 
Battery they rais'd againſt the Baſtion 
of Provence with three peices of Ca: 
non planted upon the ſide of the Moat, 
and in a ſmall time threw down more 
then the beſiegers in along time were 
able to repair. Then the Grand Mz- 
ſter leaving St. Maries of the Vittory 
came to St. Athanaſius Gate, ard 


lodg'd himſelf under the Exg/i/h wall, | 


and there he conſtituted four Captains, 


allotting to each ten Knights, betides þ 


the Ordinary Guard to ſuccour and 
preſerve the Engliſh wall. Beſides all 
this, the Turks continually play'd with 
their Sacres and Falcons, and 0 
ther ſmall Artillery ; and the beſieged 
did the hike, witch ſtood them in no 
ſmall ſtead to ruin their Mantiets, 


and 
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and diſmount their peices. Among 

the reſt, a Cuiverin ſhot picrced 
through a Mantlet upon one picce, 
kill d five men, and carry'd away 


both legsof the 7ar#i/þ Canoneer, of 


which he dy'd. So/yman was much 
troubl'd for his loſs, infomuch that 
he ſaid he had rather have loſt one of 
his Baiha's. Nor was the /ta/zan Poſt 
more mercitully hanci'd, WRICL Was 
continually batter'a by teventeen pie- 
ces of Canon, ſo that it had bin an 
eaſy thing to have mounted the wall 
by the ruins that fe:l into the Moat. 


| Yet though this long battery had ma 


a great breach in tue /falzan Poſt, vet. 
would not the beticgers venture an aſ- 
jault, but onely continu'd to make 
their approaches and. to ruin the EN- 
tzenchmeats, and defences of the Le- 
lleged . Which the Chevalier Mfrti- 
nengd ſeeing, witi the Grand Maſters 
permifſion, made a' ſally with abour 
an hundred choice men, and talling 
upon the Enemy unawares, kill d 
& put to flight whatever flood in their 
WAY and fo with ons priſoner and 
the head of another, returg'd with 
H b 4 great 
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greatapplauſe. The 7arks that eame 
m heaps to the relief of their own, 
were miſerably torn to pieces by the 
Artillery of the Town, having no 
ſhelter, and loſt a greater number in 
their retreat then Martinengo flew. 
This being the condition of theCity, 


the Grand Maſter, who knew it would 


not be long ere they gave a General 
Aſfault, diſpatch'd away Bozo to the 
Pope, and his Secxetary into Provence 
and to the King of France, beſeeching 
them to haſten the ſuccours which he 
expected from them. Being alfo de- 
ſfirous to know what news was in the 
Turkiſh Camp, one Carpathio a Rhe- 
dan undertook to ſatisfy him, and get- 
ting out of the Poſt in a Brigantine 
with a crew of good Souldiers clad af- 
ter the Zur#iſh manner, he coaſted a- 
long the ihoar as tar as the Foſs, where 
he taw ſeveral Souldiers that were ta- 
king the freſh Air by the Sea-ſide, 
who immediately diſcover'd him. The 
R/odiot put on a bold face, and in the 
Turkiſh Language call'd to them aloud, 
and told them, the Baſha had ſent for 

mf them, 
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them, which they eaſily beltev'd, and 
went aboard the Hr igantine.One of the 
Turks finding he was 1n the wrong,drew 
his Sword and wounded the Rhodiot 
in the thigh, for which the Rhodiar 
repay 'd him by cutting oft his head; 
the reſt being elev'n, were eaſily ma- 
ſter'd, and brought to the Grand Ma- 
ſter. 

Now Martinengo ſeeing the great 
ruins which the Enemies Artillery had 
made, rais'd barricadoes, and wrought 
entrenchments upon the walls, where 
he planted a good number of Guns, 
which playing into the Enemies Tren- 
ches, kill d a great Number of the 
Turks; he alſolodg'd ſeveral Souldiers 
under the ſhelter of the houſes, who 
ſhot inceſſantly, and made a great 
 ſhughter. 

The Batteries of the Turks not ſuc- 
ceeding to their wiſhes, they fell to 
mining; and had in ſeveral parts of 
the City made above forty, ſo that of 
ſix parts of the City, five ina tew days 
were undermin'd. But the moſt part 
of thoſe Mines prov d ineffectual, be- 
cauſe of the Counter-mnies which 
were 
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were continually made round about. 
There was one that was perceiv d in 
the mid{t- of the Trench of Provexce. 
But Martinengo immediately enter'd 
the Trench, open'd the Mine, and 


caſting inbarrels of Powder and other 


combuſtible ſtufi, burnt and ſtifled all 
the Turks within. Another Mine the 
Turks made under the Bulwark of En- 
glard which play'd the fourth of Sep- 
rember, and blew up above ſeven times 
nine foot of the wall, and fill 'd the 
Moat ſo full ofrubbiſh, that the 7urks, 
that they might eaſily mount the wall, 
and come on furiouſly to the Aſſault 
with their accuſtom'd cries, gain' the 
top of the-Baſtion immediately, and 
{et up ſeven of their Colours, and had 
made themſelves maſters of it,', but 
toranIntrenchment which Martinengo 
tad made the day before, which ſtood 
entire about four foot from the Ruins 
ofthe wall. That Intrenchment ſtopt 
thc Enemy; and thither the Knights 
ran and came to a cloſe fight with 
Pikeand Sword; while others did great 
miſchief to the Enemy with hand-Gra- 
nadoes and otner Artificial fires; and 

there 
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there it was that Martiuengo and the 
Chevelier de Bidoux did wonders, be- 
coming men of Extraordinary valour 
and courage. Here they came to Sword 
and Dagger, andeven to coller one a- 
nother; the 7zarks perceiving that if 
they could but get the victory here, 
they might eailly get into the City. 
And indeed that fmail handful of 
Chriftians that ſuſtain'd the weight of 
ſuch a multitude, could not have bin 
able to have held out, had not the 
Grand Maſter, upon the noiſe of the. 
blowing up of the Mine haſted to their 
| Relief, and with the Knights of the 
reſerve, and the Souldiers of his guard, 
ruth'd into the midſt of his Enemies, 
and charg'd them fo furiouſly, that in 
a ſmall time a good part of them 
were cut to pieces, and the reſt ſo 
ſmartly repuls'd, that they quitted the 
fight, and fled in confuſion, and dil- 
order'd and aſtoniſh'd thoſe that were 
coming to their aſſiſtance, ſo tnat net- 
ther the threats, nor Exhortations of 
the Captains could ſtop them. Wiuch 
the General Mu/tapha ſeeing, flew out 
of the' Trenches in great indignation, 

crying 
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crying to the fugitives aloud, that if 
they would not return to the Ailault, 
he would go on without them, and 
having ſo ſaid, boldly march'd toward 
the breach. 


His countenance and Language in- | 


ſpir'd the fugitives with new vigour, 
fo that they rally'd and return'd with 
their _ more reſolutely then be- 
fore tothe Aſſault, and maintain'd the 
fight for above two hours. At length the 
Chriſtians redoubling their courage, 
and animated by the preſence and Ex: 


ample of the Grand Maſter, fell upon . 


the Zurks with that fury, that being no 
longer able to reſiſt, they turn'd their 
backs; beſides the Rhodzan Canoneers 
had planted certain pieces againſt the 
bottom ofthe breach which play'd up- 
on the 7arks retiring, ſo ſucceſsfully, 
that they kill d morethen were ſlain 
in tne Aſſault. Two thouſand of the 
Turks wereſlain that day : of the Rho- 
dians twelve or fifteen ſlain out-right; 
and fifteen or twenty wounded. In 
the midit of theſe encounters the Che- 
valier Didier de Puy Governour of 


Ferratta gavenotice tothe Grand Ma- 
{ter, 


- 
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' ler, that he had taken certain Turks, 

who conteſs'd that there were in 

Rhcdes certain Perſons of Quality who 

ſent the Enemy Intelligence of what 

was dehberated & concluded in Coun- 

cil, and of all that was done in the City, 

and that the Turks weredigging a large 
Mine nere St. John's de Collaccio. This 
wasno ſmall trouble to the Grand Ma- 
ſter, ſo much the more becauſe he 
was forc'd to conceal his ,reſentments, 

by reaſon that no perſons were nam'd. 
However he promis'd a large reward 
to thoſe that could diſcover the Mine. 
But it was not long before it diſcover'd 
it ſelf under the Baſtion of Erng/azd, 
by ſeven a clock in the morning upon 
the ninth of September, overthrowing 
about nine yards of the wall next to 
the Mine before-mention'd, and came 
to the very barricado's before they met 
with any reſiſtance. But -when the 
Dread and terrour was once over, the 
Knights reſuming their wonted cou- 
rage , put the 7urks to a ſhameful 
retreat, till forc'd by the ſwords and 
{cynitars of their Commanders, even 
of their General himſelf, they retura'd 
Again 
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again with more vigour, and renew'd 
a bloody fight ; burthe Grand Maſter 


coming 'to the relief ofhis own with 
his reſerve;fought them with ſo much 
fury for three hours, that the 7urks 
no longer able to abide fo powerful 
a defence, quitted the fight, and retir'd 


into their "Trenches, leaving one of 
their Enſignes behind them. '1his Aſe |} 


fault coſt the Great Turk three thou- 
fand of his men, and three Sangzacs ; 
of the Chriſtians about 3o were {lain 
and ſome of the Knights wounded. 

The 7urkes repuls'd with ſo much 
loſs in two aſſaults, began again to 
murmur and diſcommend the enter- 
prize as raſh and impoſſible. . Which 
Solyman perceiving, began'to deſpair, 
and to be offended DS 
The mean time Peri B.yſha to preſerve 
himſelf in "the good Opinion and fa- 
vours of the Grand Signiour, preſs'd 
him continually to make a furious'bat- 
tery of :7 Canons againſt the /ra/iar 
Poſt: But the befieged ſtill repair'd 
with ſo much ſpeed and diligence 
whatever the Enemies Artillery ruin'd, 
and play'd their great and ſmall = 
. With 
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with ſo much ſucceſs, that the Turks 
durſt hardly peep out of their 'Tren- 
ches: The Peglerbeg of Natolia did 
the ſame againſt the Poſt-of Provence, 
and fell to mining very induſtriouſly, 
being advis'd thereto by a treacherous 
Greek,who under pretence of trade had 
well obſerv'd the ſtrength ofthe City. 
But the moſt remarkable accident was 
the killing of the Governour of Negro- 
pont, and Solyman's Favorite, who ri- 
ding by the 7talzan Poſt richly 'clad 
with a red Battoon in his hand, was 
hit by a musket-bullet:from the /raliar 
Poſt, and fell down dead immediately ; 
to the great grief of Solyman. 

Peri enrag'd againſt the 7talians, 
reſolv'd to make a moſt terrible at- 
fault upon their Platform ; which he 
did ſounexpeCedly and with ſo much 
ſpeed, that the ſentinels that ſtood 
without the Entrenchment were kill'd 
before/they could be fuccour'd. But 
the 7talians taking the Alarum, and 
being well ſeconded by the Grand Ma- 
| ſter and his uſual-guard, in an hours 
time the Baſtion was well ſoak'd with 
the Blood of the Zarks. Peri, finding 
ſuch 
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ſuch a ſtout reſiſtance here, and belie: 
 ving that other places were lett naked, 
gave immediate order for other forces 
_ toaſſail the New Baſtion ofthe Grand 
Maſter Carrezza; but there the Cheva- 
her Angelo? Captain of the Baſtion ſo 
behay'd himſelt,havinga good number 
of Souldiers and Citizens with him, 


that the moſt part of the Turks were | 


either kill'd or wounded,and the Flank- 
ing Artillery of other Baſtions made 
ſuch havock among the thick multi- 
tudes of the Zarks,thatat length, quite 
diſmay 'd, they began to retire. Per 
thereupon ſeeing the Souldiers would 
no longer abide the heat of ſuch a 
_ terrible encounter, ſounded a general 
Retreat, though with the loſs of 
more men then in the former com- 
bats. | | 

Not long after Muffapha, covetous 
to repair his honour, -and to regain 
the favour of the Grand Signiour, re- 
foly'd to give a third aſſault to the 
Baſtion of Eug/and. He imparted his

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.Upon 'the 34. of September Muſtapha 
unexpectedly - fell upon the Baſtion, 
mounted the Ruins, and fix'd their 
Enſigns neer, the Rhodian Entrench- 
ments, and at the ſame time endea- 
your,d to; make thei way: forward. 
The fight: was terrible ard doubtful: 
neither was Muftapha wantingiin any 
part ofa judiciousand couragious Cap- 
tain.  Jdchmat. alſo: at' the lame- time 
play's two Mines, one inthe Auyerg- 
#ian,., the other in the Spaniſh Poſt 
The 4Auvergnian Mine: prov'd-in effe- 
&ual-;', the Spanz/h; Mine ; brought 
downa confiderable: part of the wall 
of, the - Barhacax, Pi the {aig Baſtion, 
And yet for theſe dreadful Ruins, the 
Chrifhians ſo: well behav 'd themſelves 
nevery place, that the Turis,: having 
oft above. 3000: men, were: fort'dto 
retredt with ſhame to their -Lrenehes. 
Two dayes after the Fewi/h Phyſitian 
(often-ſpok'n of before) wasgliſcaver'd 
ſhooting an ' Arraw. into the Turkiſh 
Camp; with aLetter faſten,d .to the 
end of it. Thereupon he was apprehen- 
ded;- and upon*. his. examination 
confeſs'd that he was a Spy. for the 
44 It T: urks 5 
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Zurks ; that he had ſent them five Let- 
ters; that he had given them ſeveral 
advices ; and had encourag'd them to 
continue the Siege: For which He was 
condemn'd to be quarter'd. 

After . theſe Repulſes, and the giy 
ing fire to three other Mines ſoon atter, 
that"did' Yittle or no: harm, the Bu- 


fa's conſulted together, and'reſoly'd 


togiveageneral aſſault upon fore ſeve- 
ral places ofthe'City all at a time: Sojy- 
1141 approv*d their Reſolution, | aſlem- 
bl'd - his Captains together, encou- 
rag'digd chear'd themup; and-aſſurd 
thenrof Victory ; and by publick Pro- 
clarmation gave the common Souldiers 
the whole Plunder of the City. Thus 
the whole Army reſum'd their won. 
ted" courage, and full of Hopes pre 
pard themſelves tor a'general Aflault. 
As a Preparation to which the Baſha's 
order the Engliſh Bulwark, the Poſts 
of Spriht and Auvergne, and the'/taliar 
Platform to be batter'd for two:dayes

ready; and having taken littlerepoſe 
mhis armes,by break of day herang'd 
the Souldiers 1n their ſeveral Poſts;and 
that there might remain” no; fear or 
aſtoniſhment among them, | he made 
them: a -ſhort . ſpeech ,..

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Canon Bullet as he was mounting 
the Ruins. The 7Zar#s.,enrag'd by 
his fall, diſcharg'd their ſmatl ſhot 
nd arrows like hail upon the Rho» 
dians. And Muſtapha obſerving their 
Metall, ſent. pt. continually freſh 
ſupplies, and with far words _ pro- 
miſes exhorted them to their Duties. 
E Yet could they not force the beſieg'd 
toſtir a foot, who in the view of the 
Grand Maſter with an invincible coy- 
nge ſuſtain'd all that Impetuoſity, 
and at the fame time fought with e: 
qual valour and obſtinacy in all the 
other Quarters. The very women 
vere not unſerviceable;, while : fome 

arry'd Bread, Wine and other refreſh- 
ments tothe Souldiers, others threw 
fe ſtones ; others pour'd down boyl 
a ing Oyle and water upon the Enemy. 
mFbut the greateſt —_— of the Com- 
MW bat was in the Spaz/þ Poſt, where 
i the 4ga — of the Janiſaries, 
Faviog pick'd out the choiceſt of his 
men, march'd himſelf to the Aſſqult 
at the head of them, who follow'd 
4 kim with ſacha Reſoluton, that they 
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coverd' all -the Breach, gain'd the 
platform above; and planted forty of 
their Enfigns upon it, ' with ' the ſame 
violenceruthing on to the Barricado's, 
not minding the prodigious ſlaughter 
of their 'own that fell on every ſide, 
Thereupon the Knights and  Souldiers 
in the S9aniſh Bulwark, ſeeing the 


diſtreſs of thoſe in the Poſt, ran to the | 


aſſiſtance of their friends, leaving only 
ſome tew for a guard behind. Which 


certain of the 7arks that lay con- Nl 


ceal'd behind the rubbiſh perceiving, 
preſently mounted the Bulwark, and 
made themſelves Maſters of it; pull'd 
down the Enſigns of the Chriſtians, 
and ſetting up their own, cry d out in 
their own Language, YVidory, and 
invited their Companions to aſſiſt 
them. Upon which Achmats Regt 
ment advane'd; but the Auvergnian & 
Spaniſh Artillery ſoon ſtopp'd their 
 Career,' So that the: Grand Maſter 
bei ng advertiz'd of this new accident, 
left the Emg/zh, and entring the 
Spaniſh Poſt, charg'd the Enemy 10 
yigoroufly; that he put them abſolutely 

: w | fo 
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to flight. Then. ſeeing the Spanijb 
Baſtion maſter'd by the Z«rks, he ſent 
the Commander of : Bourbon with, a 
Company of ſtout Souldiers with or- 
der to enter the Mine and Caſemat, 
and to mount the Baſtion. Which he _ 


did ſoeffeCtually, that in a ſhorr time 


he wholly regain'd it. Notwithſtanding 
all this, the 4ga-with freſh forces re- 
turn'd to the aſfault of theSpaniſh Poſt; 
and the Grand Maſter having _ left a 
ſufficient Guard in the Baſtion, re- 


_ turn'd} to the defence of the fame, 


and ſending for two hundred. trefh 
men from St. Nicholas Tower, after. 
a bloody fight of ſix hours, forc'd 


the Zurks to abandon their Colours, 


and to retreat to their trenches, after 
theloſs of above 15coo men. So/y- 
man was ſo highly incens'd againit 
Muſtapha upon this deteat, that he con- 
demn'd him to be ſhot to death with 
arrows. Peri Baſha, upon the pre- 
ſumption of his Age, his merits, and 
his Authority, coming to intercede 
tor Maſtapha, was ſentenc'd to the 
ſame death. And both had ſuffer'd 
It 4 had 
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had not Achmat Baſha and all the reſt 
of the Principal Commanders, ' pro- 
ſtrate at Solymans feet, implor'd their 
pardon” 7 OS 360! 1 77H 
- Solyman ſeeing all his attempts up- 
on the - City ot Rhozes ſo vain and 
fruitleſs, fell into ſuch a deep melan- 
choly, that he ſhut himſelf up in his 


Pavilion for ſeveral. dayes, and would | 


not be ſeen, reſolving to raiſe the ſiege 
and to be gone. 'The great Comman- 
ders whofe hopes lay all in the Mines, 
finding their expectations fruſtrate, 
refolv'd to raiſe the Camp. Nay ſe- 
veral had carry'd-their baggage to 
the Sea ſide, and ſeveral Companies 
had quitted the Trenches.  Whenan 
Albaneſe Souldier - ſlipping out of the 
Town,-gave intelligenceto the 7urks, 
that the greateſt part of the Knights 
and Souldiers were either Kill or 
wounded 'in-the laſt General Afault. 
Other Traytours wrought the ſame, 
adviz'd them to ſtay,. aſſuring them 
tat the City could-not hold out two 
Aſſaults- more. *And it was afterwards 
known thit the Chevalier D' Amaral 

| wrought 
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wrought to. the ſame purpoſe, and en: 
courag'd the continuance of the ſiege. 
Upon-this Intelligence the Captains 
chang'd their Reſolutions, divulg'd 
the news through the Army,and began 
to batter the City more furiouſly then 
before. | Sol/yman allo to let the Soul- 
diers underſtand his Reſolution, and 
to encourage them, began to build 
him a pleafure-houſe upon Palermos- 
Hill. Muftapha allo, though he had 
orders to repair to his Government, 
ventur'd to give three Aſlaults fuc- 
ceſſively upon the Eng/z/þ Baſtion with 
the Mamalxcks, 'who were ſoill enter- 
tain'd, the greateſt part ofthem being 
kilkdor wounded, | that the reſt retir'd 
to thetr Quarters, reſolving to return 
no more. Perz ſecretly undermind 
the /talian Baſtion,& the Mine-indeed 
made a terrible noiſe and fhaking, 
but took vent on the Camp fide, and 

kill'd a great many of the Zurks. 
Muſtapha having ſuch ill ſucceſs, 
thought it not convenient toſtayany 
longer, ſo that upon his departure 
Achmat was made General, He con- 
| tinu'd 
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 tinid the fiege | with the ſame vio- 
lence,ſo that there was nota day paſs'd 
wherein he did not both batter, Al- 


fault and undermine the defences of 


the City. However the Grand Ma- 
ſter remitted nothing of his wonted 
care and diligence, fighting and haz- 
arding his perſon every where, where 
need requir'd, beyond what was rea- 
{onable tor a perſon of his degree and 
Importance. 
And now when it was almoſt too 
late, thoſe conſpiracies and treaſfons 
were diſcover d, which were the loſs 
ofthe Iſland. For in the firſt place 
Lucio Cuſtrophilaca, a Rhodian, . and 
a perſon of great wealth, reputation 
and alliances, who had the charge of 
the fortifications, the bread and am- 
munition was perceiv'd, at a time 


and in a place very much to be fuf- - 


pected, to have ſhot an arrow into 


the Turkiſh. Camp, who was there- 


upon lay hold on, examin'd, and put 
upon the wrack, but would conteſs 
nothing to tie purpoſe. Next to 
him Blas Dez Servant to the Chan- 
cellour 
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cellour D' Amaral, was taken in the 
ſame fa&t, and being, put to the Tor- 
ture, confeſs'd his Maſters Treaſon, 
declaring how he had wrote to the 
Turks' Baſha's to contiuue the Siege, 
_ forthatboth men and proviſions fail'd 
in the City. Thereupon the Grand 
Maſter caus'd the Chancellour to be 
apprehended, who being examin'd 
and tortur'd, would conteſs nothing 
himſelf; but being,convidted by ſufh- 
dent teſtimonies, confirm'd to his 
face by his Servant, his Servant 
was hang'd, and he beheaded, dying 
without any ſign of repentance or 
Chriſtian devotion. 
In the mean time the Canons of the 
, Enemy thunder'd againſt the Baſtion 
of 7taly, where they ruin'd all the 
defences and Barricado's that Martz- 
nengo had rais'd; by which means 
they advane'd their Trenches to the 
very foat of the Breach. The Baſtion 
of England was alſo beaten down to 
the Ground, and the moſt part of 
the Barricado's and entrenchments ru- 
in'd, fo that ſome advis'd the quitting 
and. blowing it up. But becauſe that 
| ſgnifi'd 
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ſignifi'd little in regard of the vaſtnum- 
bers of the Zurks, the Grand Maſter 
reſoly'd to hold it out to the utmoſt, 
and tothat end gave the command of 
it to the Chevalier John de Bin, who 
kept it to the laſt. 

At this time arriv'd the Chevalier 
de RocqueMartin with twelve Knights, 
a hundred Sonldiers and ſome Ammu- 
nition, But notwithſtanding this 
ſmall relief, the Grand Maſter obſer:- 
ving the deſperate condition of the 
City (for now- in ſome places there 
were no other defences but beames 
and boards between the Enemy and 
. him, beſide that they had ſet up three 
Pravilions within the City neer the 
Rhodian entrenchments) ſent away to 
Candy for Souldiers, Ammunition 
and victuals, which the Duke of Can- 
dy had provided, as alſo to Naples to 
naſten the ſuccours, which the winter 
ſeaſon hinder'd from coming. 

In the mean while the 7urks 
= too deſperate Aſſaults upon the 
ralzan ,and Spaniſh Flatforms, - but 
were {till repulsd with the loſs of a- 
-bove 
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bove 300o- men. Infomuch: that Ach 
mat finding it impoſlible to take the 
City by force, reſolv'd to give no 
more Athults, but rather choſe to 
preſerve his men, who were grown 
quite weary of the Chriſtian valour; 
nevertheleſs he continwd his batteries, 
and advanc'd his' Trenches, thinking 
to creepby degrees into the City. So/y- 
man allo thinking to make ſhoxt work 
caus'd ſeveral Letters to be thot'-mnto 
the City,inviting the Inhabitams'to fur- 
render,: offering themall the Immuni- 
ties they could deſire; and threatning 
onthe other fide. in caſe'of obſtinacy, 
all. the ſeverity unaginable. Per alſo 
ſuborn'd aGeneeſe, who: having liber- 
ty:to ſpeak to the Knights, adviz'd 
them as:+ Chriſtians to 'confider the 
deplorable-condition of the City, and 
told-them withal, that-if they were 
ſo, diſpos'd, :he: could put them 10/8 | 
way to mgke an hogourable compo- 
ſition; but. they believing him) to be 
ſome impoſtor, ; fent-under hand by 
Solyman:; or his Beſha's, gave little 
credit to his words. Two Snyeoaſee 
e 
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he came to the ſame place, pretend- 
ing he had a Letter from the Grand 
Signiour, but then they bid him re- 
tire, andto force him the ſooner ſo to 
do, they ſhordthim. 
Some while after came the A/banian 
Souldier before mention'd, pretending 
Letters alſo from So/yman to the Grand 
Maſter. But: then the Grand Maſter 
forbid any farther Parlying. 
* However theſe offers were di- 
vulg'd abroad in the City, whicti begat 
in many a deſire to heark'n to propoſi- 
tions of peace as-more regarding their 
wives and Children then their honour. 
And it was carry'd ſo far, - that ſome 
ofthe Citizens wentand declar'd their 
deſires to the Metropolitan, and ſome 
of the Grand Croſs, requeſting them 
to ' declare their - grievances''to the 
Grand Maſter. But he ſeverely-check'd 
them, telling them that it was' not a 
requeſt to be mention'd; that they 
ſhould rather reſolve to die for the 
common liberty; and theHonour:of 
the Order. The nextday'they came 
and beſought him again- to _ 
or 
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for the Common fafety, tor that they 
wereaſlur'd that the Citizens would 
yeild to a treaty, rather then be cut in 
pieces. themſelves, their wives and 
children. Then the Grand Maſter find- 
ing himſelf preſs'd and importun'd of 
all hands, ſubmitted-to neceſlity, and 
call'd a general Council. 'So ſoon as 
. the Council was fat, a Petition was 
preſented to the Grand Maſter, hum- 
bly requeſting him to thinkof a Capi- 
tulation; or at leaſt to give them 
| leave to: ſecure their wives and chil- 
dren ; 'and at the foot of the petition 
was an intimation that if the Grand 
Maſter would not, they would: pro- 
vide for them themſelves. In this 
diſtreſs the Grand Maſter; deſirous 
to know the condition of the' City 
more 'particularly, before he would 
reſolve-any farther, requir'd the ad- 
vice ofthe Prior of St, Giles, and Mar- 
tinengo, ' who both'declard in full 
Council that in either conſciences;and 
upon their Honour and allegeance, 
they could ' not think the _ any 
longer tenable,theEnemy being lodg d 
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forty yards one way, and 3o yards a- 
nother way within the City, fo that 
it was impoſiible for them to retire 
any farther, nor for the Enemy to be 
beaten out. —- - 

| Upon the advide.and Relation of 
two ſich judicipns and great men, 
the whole Council confidering how 
much it concern'd them to preſerve 
the holy Reliques and the ſouls, and 
honour of ſo many Chriſtian Women 
and Children, and the evident: dan- 
ger of the whole Orders, being dif- 
pierc'd and aboliſh'd, it allthat; were 


there ſhould be loft; xeſolv'd with one 


accord to; Capitylate. , 'Fhe -Grand 
Maſter ſtill lay'd before them; ;the du- 
ty.-that lay upon them' to :preferve 
the honour of the Qrder, , whichihad 
never; yet bin defifd with: apy-ſtain 
of cowardice or-pitlillanimity;! :ha- 
ving alwaies.preferr'd. theit: honour 
and Death betore-the fſatety of:their 
Lives, - But :the;Cpuncil overrul'd 
him-with ſo many circumſtantial ayd 


{olid reaſons,; thatihe: was 'confirain'd 


toyield to the preſent and inevitable 
TIO neceſlity, 
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neceſſity, and their grave advice. "This 
deſign Heav'n was fo far pleasd 
to tavour, that So/ymay began firſt, 
For . he firſt ſet up an Enſign upon 
the Church of St. Mary de Lermoni- 
tra ; and then the Grand Maſter ſet 
up another upon the Mill belonging 
to the Coſquin Gate. Immediately two - 
Turks came out of the Trenches, de- 
ſiring toparley:upon which the Grand 
Maſter ſent forth the Prior of St. G/es 
and Martinengo to whom the T1 urks 
deliver'd a Letter from Solyman.. 

This Letter was read in Council ; 
wherein So/yman demanded a ſurren- 
der ofthe Town,& offer'd the Knights 
liberty to be gone, with ſecurity 
_ for. their perſons and their Baggage: 
which if they would not accept, he 
was reſolv'd to put all to the ſword. 
Thereupon in conſideration onely 
of the people and Inhabitants of the 
Town, the ſame Reſolution was a- 
_ gain taken, and the Chevalier Antho- 
. #y de Grolee, and Robert Perucci, 
Judge of the Caſti/lians, were com- 

iſionated to attend Sol/ymay. So ſoon ' 

"Ri? as 
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as they were gone forth, a near r Kinſ: | 


man of Achmats, and a Trucheman 
much favour'd by the Grand : Turk, 
were admitted unto Rhodes a s 'Hoſ- 
tages, and a truce was concluded for 
... three dayes. 

The next day Achmat preſented 
the Embaſhdours to Solyman, who 
declard to him what they had in 
commiſſion, Solyman to maintain his 
Repuration, firmely deny'd that he 
had ever wrote or ſent to the Grand 
Maſter: nevertheleſs ſince. the Grand 
Maſter had Tent to him upon the 


 fame'Occafion, he commanded them 


to ' let; him know his mind, which 
was.the fame thathe had written, 'ard 
demanded his Reſolution withinthree 
dayes; and that in the mean time 
there ſhould be no working toward 
che repair of their fortifications, 'be- 
ing firmly reſoly'd, though all 7ar- 
ty periſh'd, not to ſtir out! of the 


ſand, till he had Rhodes inhis polleſ- 
ſion. And! having ſo ſaid, he diſmis'd | 


them, Perce? return'd to the City. 
But Achmat kept the Cheralier Grollee 
with 
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with him, led himinto his Pavilion» - 


and caus'd him'to drink with him 3 
and * diſcourſing of ſeveral paſlages 
in the ſiege, Achmat told him with 
a great oath ; that above torty thou- 
ſand” Turks had bin ſlain, and as many 


were ſick and wounded. Peruoci ha- 


ving made his report to the Council, 
it was reſoly'd upon good conſidera- 
rions that they ſhould not accept thoſe 
conditions the firſt time, but ſend o- 
ther Commiſtioners. 

In the mein time certairi of the 
Citizens took 'upon them; atid were 
mightily offended that the Capitu- 
lation was begun, without their pri. 
vity. Declaring alſo that they would 
never conſent to any ſuct-conditions, 


bat rather die ” with their Swords in 


their hands for their liberty, then ſur- 
render ' themſelves to the power of 
the Tark. For, that whatever the 
Zurk promis'd, he would be ſure to 
peſt nothing,butrapine and flaugh- 
ter as he had done at Belgrade. ' The 
Grand Maſter obſerving this Grecian 
ficKleneſs, told them 1 in iriendly man- 
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ner that the Reſolutions he had ta- 
ken, were reſolv'd upon ypon mature 
deliberation;which conſultations were 
tobe kept ſecret that they might not 
come to the Enemies knowledge, 


and that it was more for their -ſatcty 


then for the good of the Order, that 
they made any conditions atall, To 
which. purpoſe he was ſending away 
other Commiſſioners the better to 
aſſure himſelf of So/ymays word and 
fidelity. With which anſwerthe Ci- 
tizens ſhew'd themſelves very well 
ſatisfy 'd. Det" + LOI 

Upon this two other Commiſſio+ 
ners were diſpatch'd away, Raymond 


Margaet, and Lopezde Pas, . both 


Spaniſh Knights, who repreſented to 
Solyman that the Grind Maſter . had 
to confer with ſeveral people of ſeve- 
ral Nations that the time Limited 
was too ſhort, and therefore defir'd 
that he would be pleas'd to ;grant 
them a longer time. So/yman not re- 
liſhing this Sfcoarks without ſaying 
any more, commanded Achmat, to 
continue his batteries, which were 


begun 
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begun again upon the 1 57h. of De- 
cember and fo the' Truce was bro-- 
ken- . Solyman however detain'd one 
of the. Commiſſioners, which ſhew'd 
that he had 'yet ſome inclinations to 


_ to Capitulate. The Grand Maſter ob- 


ſerving the  Hoſtility begun again, 
and that the ZTurks advanc d with their 
Trenches farther and fartter into 
the Town, fent . for them that 
hinder'd the treaty, and proteſted to 
live and die with them, ' and com- 
manded all the Inhabitants to repair 
home to their Quarters there to keep . 
guard, and that no perſon ſhould 
quit his Quarters upon pain of Death. 
This Order was obſerv'd for two 
days, but the 34. a young man lett 
his Quarters and went and lay at 
home, tur which tae Grand Maſter 
commanded him to* be hang'd. Some 
few days after that, all the reſt of the 
Inhabitants loſt both their courage 
and their patience, and forſook the 


walls and breaches, fo that the 7arks 


mizht eafily have enter'd,, had not 
the Grand Maſter withſtood them 
hs K k } with 
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with that ſmall handful of men which 
he had left him ; which ſome few 
dayes after whs a little augmented | 
by the coming of the Chevalier D' Au- 
dugar, and the Chevalier - Farfax an 
FE l;fb man,with a hundred Souldiers 
and fome Wine: 

This Wine was a great conſolation 
to the City, , beſides that the Ship 
made ſuch Bravado's as 1t enter'd the 
Port, that the 7Turks generally be- 
liev'd it had brought a Relief of a- 
bove a Lhouſand men. However the 
Turks continu'd their Aſſaults, and 
particularly they made a violent gn- 
jet upon the Spaniſh Barbacan, from 

which, though they were at firſt re- 
_ d, yet returning with ſuch vaſt 
numbers | the Rhodjans were over- 
whilmd and oppreſs'd by multitude, 
and forc'd to rctire into the City. 
The 7irks having gain'd the Barba- 
_ preſently came to the foot of the 

Ez wolifh wall, and by the Ruins of 
the Bard acan got to the top of it, and 
there planted feveral of their Colours 
The Citizens Lehold:ns, the Extream 
danger 
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danger they were in, confeſs'd their 


folly, and beſougtit the Grand Maſter, 
as the common Father, to provide 
for their ſafety, who gave them li- 
berty to conſtitute Deputies of their 


own to attend Solyman, and to pro- 
cure particular ſecurity from him for 


themſelves, and order'd them to go 
along with the Chevalier Gro//ee. 
The Grand Maſter however ha- 


ving ſome hopes of relief, -to the end 


he might temporize for a while, ſent 
Perucci firſt to ſhew to Solyman a Let. 
ter of Bajazet his Grandfather, where- 
in he bequeath'd his maledi&tion to 
thoſe of his ſucceſlours that ſhould 
make war againſt Rhodes. Peruccz ad- 
dreſs'd himf.1f to Achmat, who defi- 
rous to ſee the Letter, took it, and 
having torn it to pieces, threw it un- 
der his feet in great diſdain. Having 
ſo done, heſent Peruccz back to the 
Grand Maſter, to tell him, that if he 
did not ſuddenly return So/yman an 
anſwer, he muſt expect to be miſe- 
rable. | 
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| However the Grand Maſter had 
one more delay, which was to of- 
fer to Solyman by-the propoſal of the 
Chevalier de Grol/ee, otherwiſe call'd 
Paſſim, the expences and charges 
of the whole ſiege, if he would riſe 
from before it. But. Achmat would 
not ſuffer any ſuch word to be deli- 
ver'd:to Solyman, ſaying that Solymar 
had more regard to his honour and 
his Reputation then to all the Riches 
in the World. At length the Grand 
Maſter finding no way to avoyd an 
agreement, and that delay would 
be the Loſs of all, vanquiſh'd his own 
- courage, and overwhelm'd with grief 
and vexation, gave his word to ſur- 
render the Town upon the conditions 
propos'd. To which purpoſe heſent 
away theChevalier Paſ/zm & the Depu- 
ties ofthe Town,who were preſented 
to his Majeſty; to whom the Knights 
declar'd that the Grand Maſter was 
now reſolv'd to ſurrender the City 
upon the conditions propos'd to him, 
upon a full affurance in the faith and 
promiſes of his Majeſty, and hum. 
by bly 
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bly entreated him to favour the In- 


habitants in the petition which they 
had to preſent to him for their peace 
and ſafety. The Inhabitants beſought 


him to remove his Army a litle tar- 
_ ther off, that they might not receive 


any Injury either in their perſons 
or goods, and that thoſe that would 


| be gone might depart in ſafety. S9- 
| thman accepted the offer of the Grand . 


Maſter, and promis'd to obſerve in- 
violably every: article of the Capi-

In the mean. time Achmat came 
to viſit the Grand Maſter in the Moat 
of the Spaniſh Poſt, where atter 
fome diſcourſe between them, 
he gave the Grand Maſter Notice 
that Solyman was deſirous to ſee him, 
and therefore adviz'd him, as his 
beſt courſe, to go and wait upon 
him. The Grand Maſter unwilling 
to provoke Jolymay, and to give 
him any occaſion to break his word, 
by being ſevere either to the 
Knights or the Rhodians, reſolv'd | 
to follow Achmats advice.
